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Berkshire  Combined  Sanitary  District. 


As  one  of  the  effects  of  the  “District  Councils  Act,”  which 
comes  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  1895,  will  be  to  divide 
into  separate  areas  of  administration  all  sanitary  districts  which 
up  to  now  have  extended  into  two  or  more  counties,  I take 
this  opportunity  of  explaining  certain  alterations  I have  made 
in  the  tables  of  the  following  reports,  so  as  to  deal  separately, 
as  far  as  is  at  present  practicable,  with  those  groups  of  parishes 
in  the  Hungerford,  Abingdon,  Wallingford,  Bradfield,  and 
Windsor  Rural  Sanitary  District,  which  being  respectively  in 
the  Counties  of  Wilts,  Oxon,  and  Surrey,  will  be  affected  by  the 
forthcoming  change,  and  which  therefore  will  henceforth  be 
known  as  the  Ramsbury,  Culham,  Crowmarsh,  Goring,  and 
Egham  Rural  Sanitary  Districts.  The  alteration  affects 
Tables  I.,  V.,  VI.,  et  seq.  which  deal  with  the  vital  statistics  and 
the  sanitary  work  of  the  year,  and  it  is  limited  to  this  matter  of 
division  of  areas,  the  tables  being  in  other  respects  on  the  same 
lines  as  those  of  previous  years. 

Tables  II.  III.  IV.,  relate  only  to  the  districts  as  they  existed 
in  1891,  being  prepared  from  the  Registrar  General’s  Report 
of  the  Census  of  that  year. 

Table  II.  (Div.  I ) shews  the  actual  number  of  persons 
enumerated  as  living  at  various  specified  groups  of  ages  in 
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each  Rural  and  Urban  Sanitary  District  included  in  the  Com- 
bination as  it  existed  at  the  date  of  the  last  Census. 

In  Table  III.  the  calculations  represent  the  same  facts,  but  to 
facilitate  comparison  of  one  district  with  another  they  are 
stated  proportionally,  giving  the  proportionate  number  for  each 
group  of  ages  per  i,ooo  living  at  all  ages;  while  the  second 
division  of  Table  II.  shews  the  corresponding  death  rates  per 
1,000  in  1894  for  each  separate  district,  and  the  mean  rates  for 
the  whole;  which  last  range  from  105 '8  for  infants  under 
a twelvemonth  old,  and  79  9 for  persons  above  sixty-five  (the 
two  extremes  of  life),  to  as  low  as  97  for  those  living  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-live  and  sixty-five,  and  for  the  ages  of  five 
to  fifteen,  and  fifteen  to  twenty-five,  to  2-i  and  3-8  per  1,000 
respectively. 

Table  IV.,  which  has  been  prepared  from  returns  obtained 
for  the  first  time  at  the  late  Census,  gives  valuable  information 
as  to  the  density  of  occupation  of  the  smaller  “ houses  ” and 
“ tenements  ” of  each  rural  and  urban  sanitary  district.  The 
Registrar  General,  in  his  Report,  states  that  instructions  were 
given  to  the  enumerators  to  regard  as  a house,  “ ail  the  space 
within  the  external  and  party  walls  of  a building,”  and  as  a 
tenement,  “any  house  or  part  of  a house  separately  occupied, 
whether  by  the  owner,  or  by  a tenant.”  He  points  out,  however, 
that  his  definition  appears  to  have  been  imperfectly  understood 
by  some  of  the  enumerators  engaged  on  the  Census,  and  that 
in  consequence  the  figures  can  only  be  taken  as  approximately 
correct.  He  also  observes  that  a very  elastic  interpretation 
has  probably  been  given  to  the  word  “ room  ” by  some  persons 
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in  their  returns,  and  that  “ it  may  have  been  stretched  to  cover 
a landing,  a lobby,  a closet,  or  any  other  more  or  less  distinct 
space  within  a dwelling ; and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  over- 
crowding is  a legal  offence,  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  likely 
that  a man  with  a large  family  crowded  into  a small  house 
will  have  given  at  any  rate  the  widest  possible  interpretation  to 
the  word  ‘room.’”  The  Registrar  General  adopts  as  a 
“standard  ” rate  of  occupation,  “two  adults  per  room,  with  a 
capacity  of  300  cubic  feet  breathing  space  per  head ; or  of  400 
cubic  feet  if  it  is  occupied  both  as  a living  and  a sleeping  room, 
two  children  under  ten  years  being  reckoned  as  equivalent  to 
one  adult.”  This  “ standard  rate  ” is  undoubtedly  the  minimum 
consistent  with  healthy  conditions  of  occupation,  unless  the 
ventilation  of  the  room  is  exceptionally  good,  which  is  seldom 
the  case  in  the  smaller  class  of  houses.  Tried  by  this  standard 
it  appears  that  the  fewer  the  number  of  rooms  occupied  by  a 
family  the  greater  the  relative  overcrowding.  Thus,  for 
England  and  V/ales  and  for  tenements  with  from  one  to  four 
rooms  each,  the  percentages  are  as  follows :

It  will  be  seen  from  the  subjoined  figures  that  in  the  Berkshire 
Combined  District  there  is  a much  larger  percentage  of  from 
“ one  ” to  “four”  roomed  tenements  in  “rural”  than  there  is 
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in  “urban''  districts,  the  following  being  their  relative  pro-

There  is  but  little  difference  in  the  proportion  of  “separate 
tenements  ” occupation  to  “ total  houses  ” in  the  strictly  rural 
districts  and  in  the  small  county  towns  of  Berkshire,  the 
percentage  of  “tenement  occupations”  to  “houses”  being 
103*89  % for  the  rural,  and  102*96  % for  the  urban  areas.  It  is 
evident,  therefore,  if  the  Census  returns  are  reliable,  that  in  the 
vast  majority  of  cases,  a house,  whether  in  the  towns,  the  villages, 
or  the  open  country,  is  occupied  by  one  family  only,  that  the 
exceptions  to  this  rule  do  not  exceed  from  three  to  four  per  cent., 
and  consequently  that  such  overcrowding  as  exists  is  for  the  most 
part  due  to  the  comparative  paucity  of  cottages  with  sufficient 
bedrooms  for  the  proper  and  healthy  accommodation  of  families 
where  there  are  a number  of  children  to  be  provided  for,  a state 
of  things  for  which  no  effectual  remedy  is  possible  until  there  is 
a considerable  addition  to  the  number  of  cottages  of  the  better 
class  in  the  districts  where  the  deficiency  is  at  present  most 
marked,  as  noted  in  the  following  reports. 
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NEWBURY  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Area  40,504  acres — of  which  the  parish  of  Newtown,  Hants, 
containing  221  persons,  occupies  475.  At  the  census  of  1891 
the  total  population — M. 5,181,  F.  5,494 — included  1,252  children 
under  five  years  old,  4,912  were  between  five  and  twenty-five, 
and  555  had  passed  their  sixty-fifth  birthday.  At  the  middle  of 
1894  the  “corrected’’  population  is  estimated  at  10,406,  occupy- 
ing 2,456  houses  (2,489  separate  tenements),  nearly  half  of 
which — 1,197  — have  not  more  than  four  rooms  apiece ; while 
137  have  only  two,  and  7 one  room  each.  Most  of  these 
smaller  cottages  have  but  two  or  at  most  three  occupants,  and 
quite  a third  of  them  only  one — see  Tables  II.- A and  B. 

As  regards  the  small  parish  of  Newtown  no  remarks  are 
called  for,  as  it  ceases  to  belong  to  the  district  at  the  close  of 
the  current  year. 

With  the  exception  of  Thatcham,  with  2,900  inhabitants,  and 
Chieveley,  with  1,020,  none  of  the  purely  rural  parishes  have  a 
population  above  1,000,  which  also  is  about  the  number  of 
persons  living  in  the  “rural”  portions  of  Greenham  and  Speen, 
parts  of  which  parishes  are  in  the  Borough  of  Newbury. 

Only  one  village  in  the  district — Thatcham — has  a sewerage 
system,  the  sewage  being  utilized  on  an  irrigation  area  on  the 
outskirts.  Generally  speaking,  the  cottages  are  in  fair  order, 
but  during  the  year  four  were  closed  as  unfit  for  occupation. 
Common  cesspit  closets  are  for  the  most  part  in  use,  but  they 
are  ordinarily  at  some  distance  from  the  houses,  and  the 
principal  objection  to  them  is  the  risk  of  fouling  the  well  water 
by  percolation,  as,  especially  in  the  older  ones,  they  are  rarely 
cemented  or  otherwise  rendered  watertight.  Pail  closets  are 
introduced  in  place  of  the  cesspit  as  opportunity  offers,  and  a 
considerable  number  are  in  use  where  there  are  good-sized 
gardens,  but  the  average  cottager  dislikes  the  trouble  of  using 
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earth  or  ashes  with  them,  and  consequently  they  are  but  seldom 
kept  as  they  should  be;  any  serious  nuisance  in  connection  with 
their  use  is  however  exceptional.  The  “slops”  sewag-e  is  now 
to  a large  extent  utilized  on  the  gardens,  and  where  there  are 
dead  wells  still  in  use  direct  communication  with  the  interior  of 
the  house  is  almost  universally  cut  off. 

There  is  not  any  “public  water  supply 'Mn  any  part  of  the 
district,  except  that  in  some  places  “springs”  have  been  pro- 
tected and  in  a few  instances  pipes  have  been  brought  down 
from  them  to  villages  or  clusters  of  cottages.  No  further  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  matter  of  the  water  supply  of 
Thatcham,to  which  attention  has  been  called  in  previous  years, 
but  both  in  this  village  and  Woolhampton,  a “public”  system 
of  water  service  is  much  to  be  desired  as  the  ordinary  wells  are 
not  reliable.  Four  water  samples  have  been  submitted  to 
analysis,  two  being  from  wells  at  Woolhampton,  and  both 
proved  to  be  very  bad,  the  others  were  passable  in  quality. 

During  the  year  fifteen  new  houses  and  two  public  buildings 
have  been  erected  in  conformity  with  the  “ New  Buildings  ” 
Bye  Laws,  together  with  additions  to  several  buildings  for 
which  plans  were  submitted  and  approved. 

There  is  not  any  “isolation”  hospital  in  the  district,  but  every 
case  of  infectious  disease  reported  under  the  “Notification”  Act 
is  kept  under  supervision  so  as  to  ensure,  as  far  as  practicable, 
good  isolation  and  disinfection. 

Mr.  Walter  Church,  sanitary  inspector,  reports  1,007  premises 
as  inspected.  Nuisances  were  found  on  126,  most  of  which  were 
abated  before  the  end  of  the  year — see  Table  IX. 

The  dairy  farms,  slaughterhouses,  and  bakehouses  have  been 
visited  and  are  kept  in  a generally  satisfactory  state,  inter- 
ference having  been  required  in  only  six  cases,  of  which  but 
one  was  of  a serious  character,  viz.,  a slaughterhouse  at  Speen, 
as  to  which  it  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  report  twice  to  the 
Authority.  No  general  sanitary  works  have  been  undertaken, 
but  reports  have  been  made  on  the  cottages  at  Easton,  Weston. 
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Welford,  Ashmore  Green,  North  Heath,  Chieveley,  and  on 
the  drainage  from  farms  at  Welford  and  Boxford  into  the 
Lambourne  stream,  as  also  on  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
residences  at  Brimpton,  Hoe  Benham,  Greenham,  Half-way, 
and  Stockcross,  at  all  of  which  the  necessary  works  have  been 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  myself 
or  of  the  inspector.  Water  supply  has  also  been  furnished  to 
a group  of  cottages  at  Honey  Bottom,  being  brought  down  by 
gravitation  from  a spring  on  a higher  level. 

Thirty-three  “notifications”  of  infectious  complaints  were 
received  in  the  course  of  the  year,  viz.,  scarlet  fever,  eleven ; 
diphtheria,  seven  ; enteric  fever,  one ; erysipelas,  fourteen  ; and 
outbreaks  of  whooping  cough,  measles,  and  German  measles, 
rendered  it  desirable  to  sanction  the  application  of  the  managers 
for  the  closing  of  three  schools,  for  three  or  four  weeks  each, 
on  account  of  the  large  number  of  attacks  that  occurred  and 
the  consequent  great  reduction  in  the  attendances. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  eleven  attacks  notified  occurred  in  seven 
families  and  in  widely  separated  localities  during  the  second 
and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year,  nearly  all  were  of  a very  mild 
type,  and  none  were  fatal;  nor  was  there  any  spread  of  infection 
in  either  instance  beyond  the  family  first  invaded,  but  in  one  or 
two  cases  special  precautions  were  taken  on  account  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  parties. 

Diphtheria. — In  April  two  fatal  cases  occurred  at  an  inn  in 
Stockcross,  and  it  was  suspected  (but  further  enquiry  failed  to 
confirm  the  suspicion)  that  the  infection  was  brought  to  the 
place  by  a family  who  had  come  down  from  London ; but  the 
sanitary  arrangements  of  the  premises  and  also  the  condition 
of  the  neighbouring  road-drain  were  very  unsatisfactory,  as 
indeed  is  the  village  as  a whole.  It  was  practicable  to  remedy 
the  defects  existing  at  the  inn,  and  the  required  works  were 
carried  out  and  the  infected  premises  thrice  fumigated;  but  as 
regards  the  village  a small  sewerage  system  appears  to  me  to 
be  required,  and  the  character  of  the  place  is  such,  as  regards

levels,  that  the  cost  would  probably  be  moderate.  In  July  a 
case  was  notified  at  a cottage  in  Thatcham  parish,  and  in  August 
there  was  one  at  Midgham,  two  attacks  being  also  reported 
in  the  same  month  at  a house  in  Welford  parish,  where  how- 
ever the  drainage  arrangements  were  found  to  be  seriously  at 
fault;  they  were  reconstructed  in  accordance  with  my  advice. 
The  only  deaths  from  this  disease  were  the  two  already 
referred  to,  and  in  none  of  the  cases  could  any  exposure  to 
infection  be  traced  out. 

Enteric  Fever. — In  August  a solitary  attack  was  notified  at 
North  Heath.  The  premises  were  in  a dirty,  insanitary  state, 
but  no  history  of  exposure  to  specific  infection  was  obtainable. 

Erysipelas. — Of  the  fourteen  cases  notified  nine  occurred 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year  in  different  parts  of  Thatcham 
parish,  but  there  was  not  any  traceable  connection  between 
them.  Two  attacks  ended  fatally. 

The  births  registered  during  the  year  were:  M.  129,  F.  106, 
total  235,  with  four  in  the  parish  of  Newtown,  Hants,  and  the 
deaths  amounted  to  148,  plus  four  in  Newtown  to  which  twenty 
have  to  be  added  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district  which 
occurred  in  institutions  outside,  viz.,  the  Union  House,  fifteen;  the 
County  Asylum,  two;  Newbury  District  Hospital,  three;  making 
the  corrected  number  M.  83,  F.  85,  total  168.  The  respective 
rates  per  i,ooo  of  the  estimated  population  were  births  226, 
‘‘corrected”  deaths  i6‘i,  both  being  rather  below  the  rates  of 
the  previous  year,  but,  as  regards  the  deaths,  two  per  1,000 
above  the  “mean  rate”  for  1894  for  the  Combined  Sanitary 
District.  The  deaths  at  all  ages  amounted  to  71*5  % of  the 
births,  and  the  infant  deaths  (under  one  year)  to  12*3  % of  the 
same.  Twenty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  total  mortality  was  among 
children  under  five  years  of  age  and  forty-two  per  cent,  was  of 
persons  above  sixty-five — Table  VII. 

Table  II.  shews  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  persons  living 
at  different  groups  of  ages,  and  while  that  of  infants  is  nearly 
124  per  1,000,  and  of  old  persons  80  per  1,000,  only  nine  per 


1,000  died  of  those  living  in  the  age  period  25 — 65,  and  but  1*5 
per  1,000  and  3-6  per  1,000  in  the  periods  5 — 15  and  15 — 25 
respectively. 

Although  the  deaths  from  “notifiable”  zymotic  diseases  were 
only  five  in  number,  viz.,  two  each  from  diphtheria  and  erysipelas, 
with  one  from  puerperal  fever ; influenza,  which  prevailed  to  a 
very  great  extent  in  the  district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
occasioned  seven  deaths,  all  but  one  being  of  aged  persons  and 
mostly  from  lung  complications ; while  whooping  cough  was 
fatal  to  eight  children  below  five  years  of  age  in  the  first  and 
last  quarters  of  the  year.  The  deaths  from  the  “principal” 
zymotic  diseases,  as  classified  by  the  Registrar  General,  were 
twelve,  being  equal  to  a rate  of  ri  per  1,000,  and  amounting 
to  7*1  % of  those  from  all  causes. 

Fifteen  deaths  were  due  to  consumption,  being  at  the  rate  of 
I ’4  per  1,000  and  amounting  to  8-9  of  those  from  all  causes. 

Lung  Inflammations  of  various  kinds  were  unusually  fatal  in 
1894,  being  forty-two  in  all,  of  which  rather  more  than  half 
occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year.  They  account  for 
25  % of  the  entire  mortality,  and  were  at  the  rate  of  4'0  per 
1,000  of  the  population. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five 
account  for  sixteen  deaths,  but  this  number  includes  four  infants 
prematurely  born.  They  accounted  for  9*5  % of  those  at  all 
ages,  and  the  rate  per  i,ooo  was  1*5. 

Only  three  inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  all  being  on 
deaths  resulting  from  accident. 


NEWBURY  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

This  district  includes  the  parish  of  Newbury,  with  portions  of 
the  adjoining  parishes  of  Greenham  and  Speen.  Its  area  is 
2,402  acres,  and  at  the  census  of  1891  the  enumerated  popula- 
tion was  11,002  (M.  5,096,  F.  5,906)  occupying  2,385  houses 
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(2,406  tenements),  839  of  which  have  not  exceeding-  four  rooms 
each,  and  of  these  there  are  113  with  but  two  rooms  apiece. 
The  great  majority  of  the  smaller  cottages  have  only  one  or 
two  occupants,  but  nine  of  them  had  not  less  than  five  each 
when  the  census  was  taken. 

The  estimated  “ corrected  ” population  at  the  middle  of  the 
year  is  reckoned  at  11,160,  and  on  reference  to  Table  VII.  it 
will  be  seen  that  both  as  regards  the  relative  proportion  of  the 
sexes  and  age  distribution,  there  is  a clear  difference  between 
the  rural  and  the  urban  district,  especially  at  certain  ages;  thus, 
the  proportion  per  1,000  living  at  all  ages  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age  is  for  the  town  in,  but  for  the  country  117; 
the  corresponding  proportions  of  persons  above  sixty-five 
being,  town  71,  and  country  S3.  As  regards  sex,  in  the  urban 
district  there  are  537  females  per  1,000  population  as  against 
515  in  the  rural;  the  difference  being  due  probably  to  the 
greater  number  of  women  employed  in  domestic  service  in  the 
borough. — see  Tables  II.  and  III. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  resewering  the  town  has  been 
steadily  prosecuted,  and  it  is  gradually  approaching  completion. 
The  scavenging  of  the  district  is  undertaken  by  the  Corporation 
and  it  is  carried  out  with  regularity  and  well. 

Twenty-seven  additional  premises  have  been  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Company’s  mains,  a row  of  very  insanitary 
cottages  in  a court  leading  out  of  Northbrook  Street  was 
voluntarily  closed  by  the  owner,  and  the  paving  of  some  of  the 
courts  has  been  much  improved,  or  newly  laid. 

The  revised  Code  of  Building  Bye  Laws  is  now  in  force,  but 
the  district  is  still  without  the  advantage  and  security  which 
would  result  from  the  adoption  of  the  “Notification”  Act, 
although  it  possesses  an  iron  “ isolation  ” hospital  at  Wash 
Common,  which  however  has  only  been  once  utilized  during  the 
year  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  two  cases  of  measles. 

Mr.  Stickland,  sanitary  inspector,  reports  460  premises  as 
inspected  in  1894,  120  of  them  being  surveyed  in  detail.  Notices 
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were  served  to  abate  nuisances  discovered  on  twenty-nine,  nearly 
all  of  which  have  been  complied  with.  The  cowhouses,  dairies, 
slaughterhouses,  piggeries,  &c.,  have  been  visited  and  are  well 
kept,  as  are  the  common  lodginghouses.  Fifteen  canal  boats 
were  also  inspected — see  Table  IX. 

In  the  absence  of  the  “ Notification  ” Act  there  are  no  means 
of  ascertaining  the  nature  or  locality  of  what  infectious  illness 
there  may  be  in  the  district,  or  of  advising  as  to  the  proper  pre- 
cautions to  limit  the  spread  of  infection,  and  very  few  cases  have 
come  to  my  knowledge,  although  sixteen  deaths  were  certified  as 
resulting  from  one  or  other  of  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  viz.,  scarlet  fever,  one ; membranous  croup, 
two  ; typhoid  fever,  two  (one  in  the  District  Hospital) ; measles, 
three;  whooping  cough,  four;  diarrhoea,  &c.,  four.  With  the 
exception  of  one  of  the  “ croup  ” cases,  which  was  coincident 
with  the  accidental  giving  way  of  a culvert  near  the  premises 
during  the  construction  of  the  new  sewer,  with  the  consequent 
unavoidable  pumping  of  the  sewage  into  the  street  channels 
for  some  days  during  its  reconstruction ; and  of  the  probable 
connection  of  one  of  the  “ typhoid”  cases  with  the  opening  of  a 
dead  well  on  the  premises  at  mid-day  and  the  throwing  its  con- 
tents on  the  garden,  no  facts  of  sanitary  interest  were  elicited 
as  regards  any  of  them. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  were : M.  124,  F.  137,  total 
261,  being  almost  forty  below  those  of  1893;  the  deaths 
amounted  to  184,  but  nineteen  of  them  were  of  persons  not 
belonging  to  the  district,  viz.,  sixteen  of  those  in  the  Union 
House  and  three  in  the  District  Hospital ; deducting  these,  but 
adding  one  death  in  Reading  Hospital  and  two  in  the  County 
Asylum  of  previous  residents  in  the  district,  the  ‘‘corrected” 
number  is:  M.87,  F.81,  total  168,  which  is  forty-seven  fewerthan 
in  the  preceding  year.  Both  the  birth  rate  and  the  “corrected” 
death  rate  are  consequently  low,  being  23-4  and  I5‘i  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  respectively,  the  latter  rate  having 
been  reached  but  once  during  the  last  twenty-one  years.  The 
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percentage  of  deaths  at  all  ages  to  registered  births  was  64*4  % 
and  of  infantile  deaths  (under  one  year)  to  births  10  % . Rather 
over  26  % of  the  entire  mortality  occurred  under  the  age  of  five 
years  and  the  same  proportion  between  twenty- five  and  sixty- 
five,  41  % (or  sixty-nine  deaths)  being  of  persons  who  were 
above  the  latter  age,  including  one,  which  occurred  in  the 
Union  House,  of  an  inmate  who  had  been  admitted  from  the 
rural  district  and  was  stated  to  have  reached  the  extreme  age 
of  103  years. 

The  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  complaints,  sixteen  in 
number,  amounted  to  9*5  % of  those  from  all  causes  and  to  a 
death  rate  of  1*4  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Nearly  the  same 
nnmber,  fifteen,  resulted  from  consumption ; but  the  fatality  of 
pulmonary  inflammations,  thirty-one,  equalled  them  both,  and 
accounts  for  18*4  % of  the  total  mortality  and  a death  rate  of 
2*8  per  1,000  Nearly  two-thirds  of  these  deaths  occurred 
among  old  persons  and  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  when, 
and  especially  in  January,  influenza  prevailed  in  the  town  and 
four  deaths  were  recorded  from  complications  attending  it. 

There  were  twenty-three  deaths  of  children  under  five  years 
old  from  wasting  and  convulsive  developmental  diseases — 
nearly  half  of  them,  ten,  being  infants  born  prematurely. 
These  account  for  half  the  mortality  at  this  age  period  and  for 
137  ^ of  that  at  all  ages,  the  death  rate  being  2*i  per  1,000. 

Four  inquests  were  held  during  the  year,  two  being  on  deaths 
from  accidental  injury  and  the  others  from  natural  causes.” 


HUNGERFORD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

The  area  of  the  entire  district  is  97,180  acres,  of  which  about 
45,000  are  in  Berks,  50,000  in  Wilts,  and  2,226  (the  parish  of 
Combe)  in  Hants.  Up  to  the  present  time  it  is  only  possible 
to  give  approximate  figures  as  several  of  the  parishes  extend 
into  two  counties,  but  their  boundaries  are  about  to  be  re- 
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arranged  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  District 
Councils  Act  so  that  each  parish  shall  henceforth  be  situate  in 
one  county  only. 

At  the  census  of  1891  the  total  population  amounted  to  17,017 
(viz.,  Berkshire  parishes  about  9,311,  Wiltshire  parishes  7,614, 
and  the  parish  of  Combe,  Hants,  92),  living  in  3,867  houses, 
occupied  as  3,999  separate  tenements,  of  which  2,271  have  not 
exceeding  four  rooms  each,  including  twenty-two  which  have  but 
one,  400 — two,  and  700 — three  rooms  apiece.  It  follows  there- 
fore that  about  a sixth  of  the  cottages  have  only  a single  bed- 
room, and  a third  of  them  but  two  bedrooms  apiece,  while  it 
appears  from  Table  IV.  that  thirty-two  of  those  in  the  first 
category  and  1 54  of  those  in  the  second  are  occupied  by  families 
of  six  or  more  persons.  Owing  to  the  extreme  paucity  of  new 
cottages  erected,  it  is  a matter  of  the  greatest  difficulty  to  obtain 
better  accommodation  for  these  large  families,  but  the  majority 
of  the  cottages,  though  old  and  consisting  of  few  rooms,  are 
fairly  roomy,  and  what  is  practicable  is  done  to  improve  their 
ventilation ; but  there  are,  as  stated  in  former  reports,  a con- 
siderable number  of  small  insanitary  tenements,  especially  in 
some  of  the  villages,  which  can  neither  be  put  into  a satisfac- 
tory state  at  any  practicable  cost  nor  yet  closed  (except  in 
special  cases)  as  “unfit  for  habitation,'’  while  there  is  no  other 
provision  available  for  housing  their  inmates.  Two  houses 
were  closed  during  the  year. 

The  district  being  almost  wholly  agricultural,  the  population 
diminished  by  785  in  the  decade  1881-91,  the  decrease  affecting 
most  of  the  parishes  included  in  it  and  the  corrected  numbers 
being  estimated  at  16,709  to  the  middle  of  the  year.  Reference 
to  Tables  II.  and  III.,  which  give  the  proportional  sex  and  age 
distribution  for  each  sanitary  district  at  the  last  census,  will  shew 
that,  as  compared  with  the  majority  of  the  others  in  the  Com- 
bination, there  is  in  the  Hungerford  district  a distinct  relative 
deficiency  of  persons  at  the  active  ages  of  life  (15 — 65)  who 
form  but  558  per  1,000  of  the  total  population,  as  against  an 
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average  of  581  for  the  combined  district,  while  on  the  other 
hand  there  are  83  per  1,000  old  persons  (above  65)  in  this,  the 
proportion  for  the  entire  combination  being  only  65  per  1,000 
living  at  all  ages. 

There  is  not  in  any  part  of  the  district  any  public  sewerage 
or  water  supply,  and  in  the  strictly  rural  localities  the  gardens 
are  for  the  most  part  large  enough  for  the  house  sewage  to  be 
disposed  of  without  much  danger  to  the  water  supply,  which 
over  a large  portion  of  the  district  is  from  deep  wells  in  the 
chalk,  but  as  cesspit  closets  and  dead  wells  for  the  house  slops 
prevail  generally,  there  is  always  a certain  amount  of  risk ; 
and  where,  as  in  some  of  the  villages,  and  in  certain  parts  of 
Hungerford  itself,  many  of  the  cottages  have  scarcely  any 
gardens  attached  to  them,  it  is  a matter  of  much  difficulty  to 
prevent  their  occupiers  from  throwing  their  slop  sewage  into 
the  street  channels  and  gutters,  thus  causing  a nuisance,  and  in 
some  localities  fouling  the  streams  or  watercourses  also. 

Berkshire  Parishes.  — In  this  portion  of  the  district  the 
return  prepared  by  Mr.  J.Pinniger,  sanitary  inspector,  shews  that 
1, 1 15  premises  were  inspected  by  him  in  the  course  of  the  year 
and  ordinary  nuisances  were  discovered  and  abated  on  163 — 
see  Table  IX, — including  fifty-three  of  foul  closets  and  drains, 
thirty-one  of  insanitary  houses,  and  nine  of  bad  Water  supply. 
Two  samples  of  well  waters  were  submitted  to  analysis,  and  five 
new  tube  wells  were  driven  at  Hungerford.  Fourteen  premises 
were  provided  with  “pail  closets,”  and  miscellaneous  nuisances 
were  abated  on  seventeen. 

Fifty  cowsheds  and  milkshops,  eight  slaughterhouses,  and 
nineteen  bakehouses  were  also  inspected  and  found  to  be  pro- 
perly kept,  only  two  nuisances  (at  slaughterhouses)  being  dis- 
covered on  the  whole  of  them. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  is  in  force  in  the 
district,  and  although  there  is  not  any  isolation  hospital  or 
public  disinfecting  apparatus  every  case  notified  is  promptly 
enquired  into  and  supervised  until  the  premises,  &c.,  are  finally 
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disinfected  by  the  inspector  at  the  termination  of  the  attack. 
The  amount  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  reported  was  much 
less  than  in  the  previous  year,  amounting-  only  to  ten  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  occurring^  in  six  families,  five  of  diphtheria — all  in 
one  family,  one  of  continued  and  one  of  puerperal  fever,  with 
seven  of  erysipelas.  There  was  however  a considerable  amount 
of  non-notifiable  illness,  viz.,  chicken  pox,  measles,  and  whoop- 
ing cough  which  called  for  attention  on  the  part  of  the  sanitary 
officers  to  keep  them  in  check.  Two  schools  were  temporarily 
closed  on  this  account  and  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  before 
they  were  allowed  to  be  reopened. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Two  families  were  attacked  during  January 
at  Lambourn  and  one  case  proved  fatal.  The  premises  were 
in  an  insanitary  condition,  but  no  history  as  to  how  infection 
was  introduced  was  obtainable.  There  was  no  extension  of  the 
complaint.  In  February  a solitary  attack  was  notified  at 
Fosbury  which  could  not  be  accounted  for,  and  in  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  there  were  three,  two  of  which  were  pro- 
bably traceable  to  a particular  school  in  the  district,  but  there 
was  not  any  clue  to  the  origin  of  the  third.  Nearly  all  the 
attacks  were  of  a mild  type  and  the  only  death  was  the  one 
already  mentioned. 

Diphtheria. — In  January  four  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  in  a large  and  recently  erected  residence,  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  which  were  of  approved  modern  and  satisfac- 
tory character,  although  not  in  all  respects  absolutely  perfect. 
No  history  of  exposure  to  known  infection  could  be  made  out, 
though  in  the  neighbouring  village  there  had  been  “colds 
and  sore  throats  a little  while  previously ; the  site  of  the 
house  was  however  naturally  exposed  and  damp,  and  there 
were  large  ponds  which  nearly  approached  it  at  one  point. 
After  the  recovery  of  the  patients  the  premises,  &c.,  were  dis- 
infected as  usual,  but  after  an  interval  of  six  months  another 
attack,  which  had  a rapidly  fatal  termination,  occurred  at 
the  end  of  July.  There  had  not  been  any  exposure  to  a fresh 
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source  of  infection,  nor  could  the  illness  be  accounted  for,  or 
connected  with  the  previous  case.  Full  reports  of  the  two  out- 
breaks were  made  by  me  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  and  to  the 
Local  Government  Board.  The  whole  question  of  the  origin  of 
these  attacks  was  further  enquired  into  by  special  experts,  as 
well  as  by  me,  but  without  a fully  satisfactory  and  conclusive 
explanation  being  arrived  at.  They  were  however  the  only  ones 
that  occurred  in  the  Berkshire  parishes  throughout  the  year. 

The  births  registered  in  this  division  of  the  district  during 
the  year  were : M.  125,  F.  112,  total  237,  and  the  deaths  148. 
Five  of  the  deaths  in  the  Union  House,  of  inmates  received  from 
the  Wiltshire  parishes,  have  to  be  deducted  from  these  figures, 
while  the  same  number  has  to  be  added  of  persons  belonging 
to  the  district  who  died  in  Reading  Hospital,  as  also  one  of  a 
patient  in  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum,  making  the  corrected 
number  M.  76,  F.  73,  total  149.  Estimating  the  population  of 
these  parishes  as  9,251,  the  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  25-6  per 
1,000  and  the  death  rate  i6-i,  the  latter  being  2'0  per  1,000  in 
excess  of  the  year’s  “mean  rate”  for  the  combined  district,  the 
births  being  also  a little  in  excess.  The  deaths  at  all  ages 
amounted  to  62-9  % of  the  births,  and  those  of  infants  less  than 
a year  old  to  13  9 % of  the  same,  the  last-named  high  percent- 
age being  due  to  the  fatality  of  whooping  cough  at  this  age 
period,  at  which  eleven  out  of  a total  of  thirteen  deaths  from 
this  complaint  occurred. — see  Tables  VI.-VIII. 

The  only  other  deaths  from  the  “seven  principal  zymotic 
diseases  ” of  the  Registrar  General  were  those  already  referred 
to,  viz.,  one  each  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  continued  and 
puerperal  fever,  with  one  infantile  death  from  diarrhoea;  they 
amounted  in  all  to  1 1*4  ^ of  those  from  all  causes,  and  were  at 
the  rate  of  1*8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  To  these  have  to  be 
added  four  deaths  from  infiuenza  and  two  from  erysipelas. 

Consumption  was  fatal  to  ten  persons,  being  6*7  ^ of  the 
entire  mortality,  and  the  death  rate  ri  per  1,000. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  accounted  for  thirty  deaths,  being 
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one-fifth  (20*1  of  the  total  for  the  year,  and  at  the  rate  of 
3*2  per  1,000.  Two -thirds  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five 
years  old  were  fatal  to  sixteen,  being  nearly  30  % of  all  those 
occurring  at  this  age  period,  and  lOM  % of  those  at  all  ages, 
the  death  rate  per  1,000  living  was  17. 

Three  inquests  were  held,  two  of  them  were  on  cases  of 
accidental  death. 

Wiltshire  Parishes. — In  this  portion  of  the  district  the  sani- 
tary inspector,  Mr.  J.  Pinniger,  reports  972  premises  as  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  nuisances  were  detected  on  153,  of  which 
140  were  abated  by  its  close.  They  included  fifty-eight  foul 
closets  and  drains,  twenty-seven  filthy  or  dilapidated  houses, 
and  two  which  were  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation.  Pail  closets 
were  provided  for  twenty-two  cottages,  the  water  supply  of 
nine  was  improved,  and  thirty-seven  premises  were  disinfected 
after  infectious  illnesses.  Twenty-three  cowhouses,  twenty 
bakehouses,  and  six  slaughterhouses  were  also  inspected  and 
found  to  be  in  a proper  and  cleanly  state. 

The  Notifications  of  infectious  illness  received  were  two  of 
small  pox,  twenty-one  of  scarlet  fever  — occurring  in  nine 
families,  four  of  diphtheria  and  membranous  croup,  two  of 
puerperal  fever,  and  fifteen  of  erysipelas. 

Small  Pox. — Both  the  notified  attacks  occurred  in  the  parish 
of  Bedwyn  during  April,  but  there  was  no  traceable  connection 
between  them,  and  the  cottages  were  fully  a couple  of  miles 
from  each  other  as  the  crow  flies  and  much  further  by  road. 
There  was  however  some  reason  to  think  that  the  first  case 
notified,  which  was  of  the  ordinary  type  and  well  marked,  had 
been  preceded  by  and  had  taken  the  infection  from  an  ill-defined 
one  in  a relative  which  was  at  the  time  considered  to  be  an 
attack  of  influenza  complicated  with  a purpuric  rash.  The 
second  case  was  an  exceedingly  mild  attack  of  “varioloid,’'  and 
there  was  not  any  spread  of  infection  from  either,  very  strict 
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isolation  being-  maintained  till  the  attacks  were  entirely  at  an 
end  as  it  was  found  impracticable  to  induce  many  of  the  neigh- 
bours to  be  revaccinated.  There  were  also  two  rather  severe 
outbreaks  of  chicken  pox,  viz.,  at  Axford,  in  June,  for  which  the 
schools  had  to  be  temporarily  closed,  and  one  in  August  at 
Ramsbury. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  in  January  and  February  in  a 
family  living  at  Fosbury,  in  one  at  Froxfield,  and  one  at  Aid- 
bourne,  but  in  neither  instance  did  it  spread  beyond  the  single 
cottage.  In  September  there  were  six  cases  in  a cottag-e  at 
Wilton,  the  infection  being  brought  down  from  London*,  here 
also  it  did  not  spread;  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  re-appeared 
at  Fosbury  in  the  same  family  that  was  attacked  in  January, 
and  from  this  it  spread  to  a few  others  in  the  village  and  at 
Tidcombe  through  school  attendance.  All  the  cases  were  of  a 
mild  type  and  there  were  not  any  deaths. 

Diphtheria  was  only  notified  thrice  and  membranous  croup 
once  during  the  year.  One  attack,  which  occurred  during 
October  in  a good  farm  house  having  fairly  satisfactory  sanitary 
arrangements,  ultimately  proved  fatal,  but  not  till  after  the  end 
of  the  year ; both  the  others  were  mild  and  their  origin  could 
not  be  traced.  There  was  not  any  spread  from  either  of  them. 

Two  fatal  cases  of  puerperal  fever  occurred,  one  in  the 
spring,  the  other  in  December;  this  last  being  at  an  exceedingly 
filthy  and  insanitary  cottage  in  Ramsbury. 

Fifteen  attacks  of  erysipelas  were  notified,  and  two  termi- 
nated fatally,  they  extended  throughout  the  whole  year  and 
over  most  of  the  Wiltshire  parishes,  one  case  occurring  at  a 
dairy  farm  where  however  special  precautions  were  taken  as 
to  isolation  and  disinfection. 

The  registered  births  were:  M.  95,  F.  92,  total  187,  and  the 
deaths  were  in,  which  with  the  five  belonging  to  these  parishes 
that  occurred  in  the  Union  House  at  Hungerford  make  the 
“corrected”  number  M.  56,  F.  60,  total  116,  the  respective 
rates  per  1,000  of  the  population,  estimated  at  7,366  to  the 
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middle  of  the  year,  being-  births  25*4,  deaths  157.  The  propor- 
tion of  deaths  to  births,  62-0^ , is  nearly  the  same  as  in  the  Berk- 
shire parishes,  but  that  of  infantile  deaths  to  births,  117^,  is 
considerably  lower,’as  although  whooping  cough  prevailed  ex- 
tensively in  several  localities  during  the  year  only  six  infantile 
deaths  resulted  from  it.  They  account,  however,  with  the 
addition  of  one  from  diarrhoea,  for  the  zymotic  mortality  of  the 
year  and  for  a death  rate  of  *9  per  1,000,  or  6*o^  of  the  deaths 
from  all  causes. 

Erysipelas  and  puerperal  fever  were  also  certified  as  the 
cause  of  two  deaths  each — as  already  mentioned. 

Consumption  was  fatal  to  six  persons,  the  death  rate  being  *8 
and  the  proportion  of  total  mortality  5 '2^. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  occasioned  nineteen  deaths,  and  as 
complications  of  influenza,  which  was  exceedingly  prevalent 
during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  for  eight  additional  ones, 
the  respective  rates  being  2-6  and  i*i  per  1,000,  conjointly  they 
are  accountable  for  a fifth  of  the  deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  deaths  from  the  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of 
children  under  five  years  old  were  sixteen,  or  over  50  % of  all 
occurring  at  this  age  period,  and  the  rate  2*2. 

Four  inquests  were  held,  two  being  on  deaths  from  accident 
and  two  from  natural  causes. 

In  the  Hampshire  parish  of  Combe,  which  has  a population 
of  ninety-two,  there  were  four  births,  and  two  deaths,  one  of 
which  was  due  to  influenza. 


ABINGDON  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

The  entire  area  of  this  district  is  stated  in  the  census  returns  of 
1891  as  54,558  acres,  of  which  40,869  are  in  Berks  and  13,689 
in  Oxon,  with  populations  at  that  date  of  9,279  and  2,692  respec- 
tively, the  “corrected”  numbers  to  the  middle  of  1894  being 
estimated  at  9,302  for  the  Berks  and  2,667  the  Oxfordshire 
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parishes.  The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  2,615, 
occupied  as  2,651  distinct  tenements,  and  of  these  1,525  had  not 
exceeding  four  rooms  each.  Of  the  210  two-roomed  cottages 
fifteen  were  occupied  by  families  consisting  of  more  than  five 
persons,  and  of  the  408  which  had  three  rooms  apiece  there 
were  103  similarly  tenanted,  thirty- three  having  from  eight  to 
ten,  and  one  twelve,  inmates — see  Table  IV. 

Adopting  as  the  standard  of  proper  occupation  the  moderate 
estimate  of  the  Registrar  General  of  two  persons  per  room  of 
the  ordinary  cottage  size,  these  figures  indicate  considerable 
overcrowding  in  the  more  densely  tenanted  tenements,  which 
however  there  is  much  difficulty  in  remedying  owing  to  the 
dearth  of  larger  cottages  and  the  small  provision  of  new  ones. 

Reference  to  Tables  II.  and  III.,  which  give  the  sex  and 
age  distribution  per  1,000  living  in  the  district,  will  shew  the 
marked  difference  in  the  proportion  of  the  sexes  in  the  rural 
and  urban  districts  respectively,  males  predominating  in  the 
proportion  of  507  to  492  females  in  the  rural  area,  and  females 
being  as  536  to  464  males  in  the  borough;  while  as  regards  the 
ages  of  the  population,  there  is  in  the  rural  district  a distinct 
excess  of  children  under  five  and  of  old  persons  above  sixty-five 
years  of  age,  with  a corresponding  deficiency  of  persons  at  the 
working  ages  between  fifteen  and  sixty-five.  This  is  probably 
due  to  the  almost  wholly  agricultural  character  of  the  district 
and  the  migration  of  the  more  active  and  energetic  members 
of  the  community  out  of  it,  the  population  having  decreased  by 
450  in  the  ten  years  1881-91. 

Although  a large  proportion  of  the  cottages  are  old,  and  they 
have  the  structural  defects  of  their  date  to  a greater  or  less 
extent,  their  general  sanitary  condition  is  now  fairly  satisfactory; 
the  living  room  windows  being  made  to  open,  and  the  ventila- 
tion improved ; while  the  cesspit  closets  have  been  to  a large 
extent  replaced  by  pail  closets,  and  any  direct  connections  be- 
tween the  sink  wastes  and  the  drains  broken  outside  the  house. 

New  buildings  erected  in  the  parishes  adjoining  Abingdon

and  Oxford  are  built  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  “Model”  Bye  Laws,  which  are  in  force  in  those  parishes 
but  not  elsewhere  in  the  district.  The  “Housing-  of  theWorking- 
Classes  Act,”  however,  as  also  the  “Public  Health  Amendment” 
and  the  “ Notification  and  Prevention  of  Infectious  Diseases 
Acts”  are  in  force  in  the  entire  area. 

As  reg-ards  water  supply,  the  villag-e  of  Steventon,  Berks,  has 
a good  “stand-pipe”  and  a partial  “house”  service,  and  during 
the  year  an  additional  stand-pipe  was  provided  on  the  hill  to 
supply  the  adjoining  cottages.  The  supply  is  good  and  ample. 
At  Stadhampton,  Oxon,  pipes  have  been  laid  from  a neighbour- 
ing spring,  in  accordance  with  my  suggestion,  to  supply  a 
number  of  cottages  with  good  water.  The  district,  as  a whole, 
is  however  dependent  on  ordinary  wells,  but  the  natural  water 
of  the  district  is  good,  and  serious  fouling  from  sewage  soakage 
comparatively  infrequent. 

Berkshire  Parishes. — Mr.  D.  J.  Dixon,  sanitary  inspector, 
in  his  return  for  the  year  shews  672  premises  inspected  in 
this  portion  of  the  district,  nuisances  were  discovered  on  322 
and  abated  in  298  cases ; seventy  houses  were  also  surveyed 
in  detail.  Proceedings  before  the  Justices  were  taken  in 
two  instances,  and  convictions  obtained;  one  case  was  for 
failure  to  execute  works  ordered  by  the  Authority,  and  the 
other  for  the  wilful  non-notification  of  an  attack  of  scarlet 
fever  by  the  parent  where  no  doctor  had  been  called  in. 
The  majority  (156)  of  the  nuisances  abated  related  to  foul 
closets  and  drains,  and  pail  closets  were  provided  for  thirty 
premises;  no  foul  or  dilapidated  houses  were  put  into  a pro- 
per state,  five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated,  seven 
houses  were  reported  by  me  as  unfit  for  habitation  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  two  being  closed,  and 
four  pulled  down — at  Marcham.  The  works  referred  to  in 
last  year’s  report  at  the  National  Schools,  Appleton,  have  been 
carried  out,  proper  earth  closets  being  provided  in  lieu  of  the 
old  cesspit  closets.  At  Sunningwell  the  drains,  which  formerly 
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discharged  into  the  watercourse  have  been  cut  off  as  I advised, 
and  are  now  connected  with  proper  dead-wells,  from  which  the 
sewage  is  pumped  up  for  use  on  the  land. 

The  cowhouses,  nineteen,  and  bakehouses,  twenty-four,  have 
also  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  nearly  all  well  kept,  but  a 
few  notices  to  cleanse  were  served  and  have  been  complied  with. 
— see  Table  IX. 

Fifty  notifications  of  attacks  of  infectious  complaints  were 
received  during  the  year;  each  case  was  enquired  into  and 
supervised  till  its  termination  and  the  final  disinfection  of  the 
premises.  They  were  as  follows : — 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirty-six  cases  in  nineteen  families.  All 
but  one  occurred  in  the  first  half  year,  there  being  four  separate 
groups  of  attacks,  the  earliest  occurring  in  February  and 
March  at  Kennington  and  Radley.  In  March  the  complaint 
appeared  at  Appleton  and  Eaton,  and  seventeen  attacks  were 
reported  in  five  families  between  that  month  and  June.  There 
were  also  a few  cases  at  Cumnor  and  Botley,  and  in  June  there 
was  a limited  outbreak  at  Steventon,  the  earlier  cases  of  which 
were  not  reported  at  first,  as  they  were  very  mild  and  medical 
advice  was  not  obtained  until  the  children  were  in  the  stage  of 
peeling.  Only  three  families  however  were  infected,  with  the 
exception  of  a solitary  case  in  August,  and  there  was  only  a 
single  death  from  the  disease  all  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — Five  attacks  were  notified  in  as  many  families, 
and  three  were  fatal.  One  occurred  in  a public  institution,  and 
it  was  probably  an  imported  case,  as  was  one,  if  not  two,  of  the 
others.  All  but  one  occurred  in  February,  but  in  different  parts 
of  the  district,  and  with  a single  exception  there  was  not  any 
sort  of  connection  between  them ; in  one  instance  only  were 
the  premises  in  an  insanitary  state. 

A single  fatal  attack  of  membranous  croup  was  notified 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  a gipsy  caravan  staying  at 
Cumnor,  but  there  was  not  any  spread  from  it. 

At  intervals  of  several  months  four  attacks  of  enteric  fever  were

reported  in  various  localities,  all  ended  in  recovery,  and  there 
were  not  any  facts  of  interest  elicited  in  connection  with  either 
of  them.  There  was  also  one  fatal  case  of  puerperal  fever,  and 
four  attacks  of  erysipelas  were  notified. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  amounted  to  M.  128,  F.  88, 
total  216,  and  the  deaths  were  107,  but  eighteen  deaths  have 
to  be  added  of  previous  residents  in  the  district  to  give  the 
“ corrected numbers,  viz.,  thirteen  of  those  in  the  Union  House, 
two  in  Abingdon  Cottage  Hospital,  and  three  in  the  County 
Asylum,  making  a total  of  M.  56,  F.  69,  total  125. 

The  comparative  paucity  of  female  births  was  very  marked, 
the  number  being  little  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  males. 
The  birth  rate  was  23*2  per  i,ooo  of  the  population,  estimated 
at  9,302 ; the  death  rate  being  the  satisfactory  one  of  13-4 — the 
infantile  deaths  (under  one  year)  being  only  6-o%  of  the  births, 
the  lowest  percentage  yet  reached,  and  half  the  total  mortality 
of  the  year  occurring  among  persons  above  sixty-five  years  of 
age — see  Table  VII. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases  were  those 
already  referred  to,  with  one  each  from  measles  and  diarrhoea, 
being  eight  in  all,  or  6'4  of  those  from  all  causes  and  at  the 
rate  of  0*8  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  deaths  from  consumption  were  the  same  in  number. 

Eighteen  deaths  resulted  from  pulmonary  inflammations  (and 
two  from  influenza  with  lung  complications)  the  rate  being  1*9 
per  1,000  or  14*4^  of  the  total  mortality. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  occasioned 
nine  deaths,  being  more  than  half  (56*2  ^ ) of  those  occurring 
at  this  age  period  and  7*2  % of  those  at  all  ages.  The  death 
rate  was  i 'O  per  i ,000. 

Four  inquests  were  held  on  sudden  deaths  from  natural 
causes  and  on  two  from  accidents  with  one  of  suicide. 

Oxfordshire  Parishes. — In  this  portion  of  the  district,  the 
“ corrected  ” population  of  which  is  reckoned  as  2,667  to  the 
middle  of  the  year,  368  premises  were  inspected  and  ten  sur- 
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veyed  in  detail.  Nuisances  were  discovered  on  seventy-nine 
and  remedied  on  seventy,  including-  thirty-five  cases  of  foul 
closets  and  drains,  twenty-three  of  insanitary  houses,  three 
being  closed  as  unfit  for  habitation. — see  Table  IX, 

Seventeen  cowsheds,  eight  bakehouses,  and  three  slaughter 
houses  were  inspected,  with  three  canal  boats,  and  six  houses 
were  reported  under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act. 

At  Sandford-on-Thames  several  cottages,  as  to  which  I re- 
ported on  their  being  in  an  insanitary  condition  from  their  not 
having  any  ground  whatever  on  which  the  slop  sewage  could 
be  dealt  with,  had  land  provided  for  this  purpose,  two  being 
closed  where  this  could  not  be  done.  At  Stadhampton  water 
supply  from  adjacent  springs  was  provided  for  a number  of 
cottages,  and  at  Clifdon  Hampden  a piece  of  grass  land  has 
been  provided  and  prepared  to  receive  the  sewage  and  slop 
water  which  previously  found  its  way  into  the  river. 

Twenty-seven  notifications  of  infectious  illness  were  received, 
nearly  all  (twenty-five)  being  of  scarlet  fever  occurring  mostly 
in  the  first  two  months  of  the  year  in  three  families  living  at  Toot 
Baldon  and  Marsh  Baldon  and  in  five  families  at  Sandford.  The 
origin  of  the  first  could  not  be  definitely  traced,  but  the  families 
being  thoroughly  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  villagers  there 
was  not  any  spread  of  the  complaint.  At  Sandford  it  was 
found  necessary  to  have  the  school  temporarily  closed.  Four 
solitary  attacks  were  also  notified  at  intervals  later  in  the  year, 
one  being  imported  from  London,  but  in  neither  instance  was 
there  a second  case. 

Diphtheria  was  once  notified  at  Stadhampton  at  a house  in 
fairly  good  sanitary  condition.  The  complaint  was  in  all  pro- 
bability contracted  at  Illsley,  the  child  first  attacked  falling  ill 
two  days  after  his  return  home  from  there,  the  illness  termi- 
nated fatally,  and  there  was  one  other  case  in  the  house.  This 
death,  with  one  from  whooping  cough,  was  the  entire  “zymotic’’ 
mortality  for  the  year. 

The  registered  births  amounted  to  M.  36,  F.  31,  total  67,  and 
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the  deaths  to  33,  or  with  the  addition  of  one  in  the  Union  House 
of  an  inmate  received  from  an  Oxfordshire  parish,  to  34 — the 
birth  rate  being  25-1  per  1,000  and  the  corrected  death  rate 
127;  the  deaths  being  but  507^  of  the  births  and  the 
infantile  deaths  only  7 5 % of  the  same. 

The  two  “zymotic”  deaths  represent  a death  rate  of  07  per 
1,000  of  the  population;  a single  death  was  recorded  from 
influenza,  and  one  from  consumption. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  were  fatal  to  seven  persons,  being 
one-fifth  of  the  entire  mortality,  and  giving  a death  rate  of 
2*6  per  1,000. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  resulted  in 
six  deaths,  or  6o’0  % of  all  occurring  at  this  age  period,  with  a 
rate  of  2*2  and  a percentage  of  17-6  % to  those  from  all  causes. 

Of  the  six  inquests  held  during  the  year  three  were  on  deaths 
from  accidental  drowning  and  the  others  from  natural  causes. 


ABINGDON  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Area  730  acres.  Population  at  the  time  of  the  census  of  1891, 
6»SS7i  estimated,  after  deduction  of  the  “rural”  proportion  of 
“special”  inmates  of  the  Union  House,  at  6,391  to  the  middle 
of  1894  There  were  1,384  inhabited  houses  in  1891,  occupied 
as  1,469  separate  tenements  of  which  634  have  less  than  flve 
rooms  each,  53  having  but  one  and  79  two  rooms  apiece — but  a 
considerable  proportion  of  these  smaller  cottages  are  alms- 
houses. Eighty  have  but  a single  inmate  per  house,  and  twenty- 
seven  of  the  remainder,  but  two.  Of  the  entire  number  of  three 
and  four-roomed  tenements,  142  have  between  flve  and  ten 
occupants,  and  there  are  two  with  more  than  ten. 

Tables  II.  and  III.  shew  that  there  is  in  this  district  a large  ex- 
cess of  females,  who  are  in  the  proportion  of  nearly  536  per  j,ooo 
of  the  population,  while  as  regards  age  distribution  there  is  a 


slight  proportionate  excess  of  children  up  to  the  age  of  five, 
and  also  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty-five,  as  well  as 
among  persons  above  sixty-five,  but  between  twenty-five  and 
sixty-five  there  is  a relative  deficiency,  the  proportion  per  i ,000 
living  being  only  394,  as  against  an  average  of  409  for  the 
entire  combined  sanitary  district. 

Although  a large  proportion  of  the  cottages,  more  especially 
in  the  older  streets  and  courts,  are  small  and  old,  they  are  now 
for  the  most  part  kept  in  a passably  sanitary  condition,  and 
almost  without  exception  they  are  connected  with  the  sewers. 

The  town  water  is  supplied  to  581  premises,  135  having  been 
laid  on  during  the  year  as  a result  of  a special  inspection  in 
relation  thereto,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in  many 
cases  the  water  is  only  used  for  fiushing  purposes,  and  that 
although  taps  are  fixed  they  are  to  a great  extent  not  used,  in 
order  to  avoid  the  cost  of  the  water  which  is  charged  for  by 
meter,  the  average  supply  not  exceeding  five  gallons  daily 
per  head. 

The  lower  parts  of  the  town  were  seriously  affected  by  the 
severe  floods  which  occurred  in  the  late  autumn,  especially 
Stert  Street,  Thames  Street,  the  wharf  and  almshouses,  with 
parts  of  Ock  Street ; but  as  the  whole  of  the  flooded  premises 
had  services  from  the  town  mains  their  water  supply  was  not 
affected  thereby,  nor  were  they  followed  by  any  outbreaks  of 
illness  or  increase  of  mortality. 

Mr.  G.  Winship,  sanitary  inspector,  reports  171  premises  as 
inspected  during  the  year,  twenty-two  having  been  inspected  in 
detail,  only  eight  ordinary  nuisances  were  discovered  other  than 
those  of  deficient  water  supply  especialy  in  relation  to  the 
“flushing’'  of  closets  and  house  drains,  as  to  which  nearly  170 
formal  notices  were  served,  135  new  services  being  laid  on  by 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  premises  of  eight  milk  dealers,  four 
slaughterhouses,  and  eighteen  bakehouses  were  inspected,  all 
being  found  exceptionally  clean,  as  also  seven  canal  boats. 
The  piggeries  are  reported  as  unoccupied. — see  Table  IX 
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The  only  diseases  reported  under  the  provisions  of  the  Noti- 
fication Act  have  been  ten  attacks  of  scarlet  fever  of  a mild  type 
occurring  in  eight  families,  and  eleven  of  erysipelas.  None  of 
these  proved  fatal.  The  scarlatinal  cases  occurred  mostly  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  and  were  unconnected  with  each 
other,  the  children  attacked  either  attending  different  schools  or 
not  being  of  school  age,  nor  could  they  be  traced  to  infection 
from  the  rural  district,  in  some  parts  of  which  the  complaint 
was  present  at  the  time.  Careful  precautions  being  carried  out 
in  each  instance,  there  was  not  any  spread  of  infection  in  either 
of  them.  The  same  remarks  apply  to  three  cases  notified  in 
July,  after  which  month  there  were  not  any  further  attacks. 

The  registered  births  were:  M.  96,  F.  88,  total  184,  and  the 
total  deaths  amounted  to  104,  including  twenty-three  in  the 
Union  House,  fourteen  of  which  were  of  inmates  received  from 
the  rural  district,  and  of  seven  in  the  Cottage  Hospital,  of  which 
four  only  belong  to  the  district.  Deducting  these,  and  adding 
three  deaths  in  the  County  Asylum  of  previous  residents,  the 
corrected  number  is  M.  48,  F.  43,  total  91,  the  rates  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  population  being  births  28*8 — the  highest  for 
the  year  in  the  entire  combined  district — and  deaths  14-2,  which 
is  1-4  lower  than  it  was  in  the  preceding  year,  and  is  nearly 
identical  with  the  year’s  “ mean  rate  ” for  the  combination. 
The  deaths  at  all  ages  were  only  49*4  % of  the  registered  births, 
but  those  occurring  under  the  age  of  one  year  were  24*4  % of 
the  entire  mortality,  and  nearly  12  % of  the  births,  or  140  per 
1,000  of  the  infants  living  at  that  age  in  the  town — a proportion 
nearly  25  % in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  combined  district, 
and  occurring  almost  wholly  among  the  children  of  the  labour- 
ing classes. — see  Tables  VI. -VIII. 

The  deaths  from  “notifiable”  zymotic  diseases  were  limited 
to  three  from  diarrhoea  (two  being  infantile)  and  one  each  from 
erysipelas  and  puerperal  fever;  there  were  also  four  from 
whooping  cough,  making  a total  of  77  of  the  mortality  from  all 
causes,  and  being  at  the  rate  of  I'l  per  i,000  living. 
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Five  deaths  were  recorded  from  consumption,  and  pulmonary 
inflammations  account  for  eleven,  the  respective  rates  being-  0*8 
and  1*7  per  i,ooo  and  the  percentag-e  to  those  from  all  causes 
5-5  % and  I2-I  %. 

The  wasting-  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five 
years  old  were  fatal  to  fourteen — or  53*8  % of  all  the  deaths  at 
this  age  period,  the  rate  being-  equal  to  2*i  per  i.ooo  and  15*4% 
of  those  at  all  ages. 

Six  inquests  were  held,  two  being  on  infants  accidentally 
suffocated  in  bed,  one  from  accidental  burns,  and  three  on 
deaths  from  “ natural  causes.’' 


WALLINGFORD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

The  entire  area  of  this  district  is  42,317  acres,  of  which  23,759 
are  on  the  Berkshire  side  of  the  Thames,  and  18,558  on  the 
Oxfordshire  side,  the  enumerated  population  at  the  census  of 
1891  being  11,717,  viz.,  Berks  6,567,  Oxon  5,150;  the  “cor- 
rected” number,  after  deduction  of  the  520  patients  in  the 
County  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Cholsey,  being  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  the  year  at  6,184  and  5,121  respectively.  In  this,  as 
in  the  rural  districts  of  Hungerford,  Abingdon  and  Bradfield, 
there  is  a relative  preponderance  of  males  over  females  in  the 
population,  which  is  a slowly  decreasing  one,  and,  except  at 
North  Hagbourne,  wholly  agricultural — as,  excluding  the  in- 
mates of  the  Asylum,  they  are  in  the  proportion  of  506  to  494 
per  1,000  living — see  Tables  11.  and  III. 

Of  the  2,472  houses  in  the  district  (which  are  occupied  as 
2,548  separate  tenements)  nearly  three-fifths  (1,434))  have  less 
than  five  rooms  each,  and  of  these  42  have  but  one,  and  253 
two  rooms  apiece.  As  regards  overcrowding,  there  are  124 
out  of  the  whole  number  of  cottages  in  which  the  density  of 
population  exceeds  two  per  room,  but  there  are  only  eight 
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instances  in  which  there  are  more  than  ten  inmates  per  cottage, 
and  of  these  five  are  four-roomed  ones — see  Table  IV.  There 
is  therefore  comparatively  little  overcrowding  of  a serious 
nature,  and  three  of  them  have  been  abated  during  the  year ; 
but  cottage  building  is  at  present  so  much  at  a standstill  in  the 
district  that  there  is  very  great  difficulty  in  dealing  satisfactorily 
with  these  cases. 

Of  the  thirteen  parishes  in  Berks  only  two  have  populations 
much  exceeding  600  persons,  viz.,  Cholsey  with  2,014  (a  fourth 
of  whom  are  inmates  of  the  Asylum)  and  East  Hagbourne, 
which  includes  not  only  the  village  of  the  same  name,  but  that 
of  North  Hagbourne,  adjoining  Didcot  Railway  Station  and 
occupied  mostly  by  railway  employes.  As  regards  the  last- 
named,  the  question  of  providing  it  with  sewerage  still  remains 
unsolved,  but  it  has  lost  none  of  its  importance,  as  there  is 
scarcely  a cottage  in  the  place  with  a sufficient  amount  of 
garden  ground  attached  to  it  to  dispose  of  the  house  sewage 
properly,  more  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  only 
water  supply  is  from  ordinary  wells  of  but  very  moderate  depth. 

Elsewhere,  although  a majority  of  the  cottages  are  old,  they 
have  usually  good-sized  gardens  and  there  is  less  danger  of 
serious  pollution  of  the  well  waters,  but  in  a few  localities  a 
watercourse  or  pond  waters  liable  to  casual  fouling  are  the 
principal  source  of  supply. 

Five  samples  of  well  waters,  from  localities  in  the  Berkshire 
parishes,  have  been  submitted  to  examination  during  the  year, 
but  only  one  of  them  proved  to  be  of  good  quality.  Ten  new 
wells  were  sunk  and  fifteen  cleansed. 

Berkshire  Parishes. — Mr.  S.  Johns,  sanitary  inspector,  in  his 
return  for  the  year  reports  493  premises  as  inspected  by  him, 
nuisances  being  found  and  abated  on  fifty-two  without  the 
necessity  of  formal  notices— see  Table  IX. 

The  dairy  farms  and  cowsheds,  slaughterhouses,  and  bake- 
houses were  also  visited  and  found,  with  few  exceptions,  pro- 
perly kept. 
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Reports  were  laid  before  the  Authority  with  reference  to  the 
fouling-  of  the  road-side  ditches  at  Brightwell  by  house  slops 
from  the  adjoining  cottag-es,  on  nuisance  arising  from  farm-yard 
drainings  and  accumulations  of  dirty  surface  water  in  the  road 
by  East  Hagbourne  Schools,  on  the  sanitary  arrangements  of 
cottages  and  of  a private  residence  in  the  same  village,  and  on 
the  probable  fouling  of  some  of  the  well  waters  in  consequence 
of  the  serious  floods  from  which  several  parts  of  the  district 
suffered  during  the  autumn. 

But  little  infectious  illness  occurred  throughout  the  entire 
year,  the  notifications  received  under  the  act  being  limited  to 
four  attacks  of  scarlet  fever,  in  a couple  of  families,  ten  of 
enteric  fever,  nine  of  which  occurred  in  the  Asylum,  and  three 
of  erysipelas. 

The  scarlet  fever  cases  occurred  in  the  months  of  June,  July, 
and  August  at  South  Moreton ; the  origin  of  the  first  could  not 
be  traced,  but  two  others  followed  at  intervals  of  three  or  four 
weeks  in  the  same  family  and  one  at  the  adjoining  house. 
There  was  not  any  further  spread  of  the  complaint,  but  it  is 
often  a matter  of  much  difficulty  to  ensure  the  effective  and 
regular  maintenance  of  proper  precautions  by  cottagers  during 
what  may  remain  of  the  period  of  infectiousness  after  the  ap- 
parent convalescence  of  the  patient.  All  the  attacks  were  of  a 
mild  character,  bnt  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  cottages  was 
somewhat  unsatisfactory,  and  the  well  waters  proved  on  analysis 
to  be  considerably  fouled ; I advised  cleansing  of  the  well  and 
this  was  carried  out. 

Enteric  Fever. — A solitary  case  was  notified  during  March 
at  Brightwell,  no  history  of  exposure  to  infection  could  be 
traced,  but  the  ditches  adjoining  the  cottage  were  offensive  and 
much  fouled  by  slop  sewage  thrown  into  them.  At  the  County 
Asylum  several  attacks  have  occurred  from  time  to  time  among 
the  inmates — three  being  notified  in  the  first  quarter,  one  in 
August,  and  five  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year.  They  were 
apparently  unconnected  with  each  other  in  nearly  every  instance, 
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and  were  of  a severe  type,  resulting-  in  five  deaths,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  low  vitality  of  the  patients.  I am  informed  by 
Dr.  Murdock,  the  Medical  Superintendent,  that  the  cases  were 
not  confined  to  any  one  particular  ward  or  part  of  the  institu- 
tion or  to  either  sex,  a very  careful  examination  revealed  no 
serious  internal  sanitary  defect,  the  water  supply  gave  excellent 
results  when  examined  both  chemically  and  bacteriologically, 
the  milk  supply  and  the  food  were  also  beyond  suspicion,  and 
necessarily  no  exposure  to  the  ordinary  chances  of  contracting 
the  complaint  outside  the  Asylum  was  possible,  but  on  laying- 
bare  the  main  drains  outside  the  building,  everyone  of  them 
was  found  to  be  leaky  and  few  of  the  joints  were  perfect— a 
fact  which  points  to  the  probability  of  specifically  polluted  soil 
and  ground  air  being  the  main  factors  in  bringing  about  the 
attacks  which  were  absolutely  confined  to  the  institution — there 
not  being  a single  case  outside  it  except  the  one  already  referred 
to,  which  was  in  an  entirely  different  part  of  the  district. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  were  : M.  93,  F.  64,  total 
157,  and  the  total  deaths  were  125,  forty-three  of  which  occurred 
in  the  Asylum,  none  of  them  being  persons  belonging  to  the 
district.  Excluding  these,  but  adding  six  of  those  in  the  Union 
House  and  one  in  Wallingford  Cottage  Hospital  who  were 
received  from  it,  the  “ corrected  ” number  is  M.  42,  F.  47,  total 
89 — nearly  half  of  which  (47-2%)  was  of  persons  above  sixty- 
five.  The  mortality  at  all  ages  was  56*7  % and  that  under  one 
year  7-6  % of  the  births,  of  which  the  rate  was  25*4  per  1,000  of 
an  estimated  population  of  6,184,  the  female  births  being  but 
little  more  than  two-thirds  the  number  of  the  male.  The  cor- 
rected death  rate  was  I4’4  per  i,ooo.  Excluding  from  con- 
sideration the  five  deaths  from  fever  in  the  Asylum — which,  as 
they  were  entirely  unconnected  with  the  rest  of  the  district,  is 
only  right — the  only  deaths  from  any  of  the  notifiable  diseases 
were  two  from  erysipelas,  with  one  from  diphtheria  which  oc- 
curred nearly  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year  but  was  not 
registered  till  January,  there  was  also  a death  from  whooping 
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cough,  with  two  from  diarrhoea,  amounting  to  4-5  % of  those 
from  all  causes,  the  rate  per  1,000  being  0‘6,  as  was  that  for 
consumption. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  occasioned  fifteen  deaths,  and  the 
wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age,  thirteen — being  nearly  17^  and  15%  of  the  total  mor- 
tality, and  at  the  rates  of  2-4  and  2*i  per  1,000  respectively — see 
Tables  IV.-VIII. 

Eight  inquests  were  held,  of  which  six  were  on  deaths  from 
accidental  injuries  and  two  from  “natural  causes.” 

Oxfordshire  Parishes. — In  this  division  of  the  district  Mr. 
Johns  returns  286  premises  as  inspected  and  nuisances  dis- 
covered and  abated  on  73.  Twenty-nine  of  these  related  to 
deficient  or  impure  water  supply  at  Newington,  Bensington, 
and  South  Stoke,  seven  to  insanitary  houses,  and  thirteen  to 
animals  improperly  kept — see  Table  IX. 

The  heavy  autumnal  floods  seriously  affected  the  village  of 
South  Stoke,  which  is  nearly  on  a level  with  the  Thames, 
several  of  the  wells  being  drowned  with  the  flood  water,  which 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  farm  yards  was  fouled  with  manure  soakage. 
Special  inspections  were  made  in  reference  to  this,  but  owing 
to  the  slow  subsidence  of  the  flood  waters  it  was  impracticable 
to  cleanse  the  wells  at  once,  but  the  cottagers  were  advised  to 
get  drinking  water  from  those  which  had  not  been  affected,  and 
to  boil  it  before  use.  Complaint  was  also  enquired  into  and 
reported  on  as  to  accumulation  of  manure  from  pigs  kept  on  a 
farm  yard  in  the  vicinity  of  a private  residence. 

The  cases  of  infectious  illness  notified  under  the  act  were 
two  of  scarlet  fever,  three  of  diphtheria,  one  of  puerperal  fever, 
and  five  of  erysipelas.  Both  the  scarlatinal  attacks  (which 
occurred  in  February  and  October)  were  mild  sporadic  ones 
without  history  of  exposure  to  infection,  or  subsequent  spread. 
Two  of  the  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  at  Bensington  in  the 
early  summer  at  an  interval  of  six  weeks.  There  was  no 
communication  traceable  between  the  two,  nor  was  there  any 
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known  exposure  to  infection  or  prevalence  of  throat  cases  at  the 
school,  and  the  premises  were  in  fairly  good  sanitary  condition. 
The  first  attack  was  a mild  one,  but  the  second  proved  fatal — 
the  child  having  been  always  liable  to  throat  troubles. 

The  births  registered  in  this  sub-district  were : M.  64,  F.  70, 
total  134,  and  the  deaths  62  (including  two  of  non-residents 
from  accidental  drowning  while  rowing  on  the  Thames),  deduct- 
ing these  and  adding  two  in  the  Union  House,  one  in  the 
Wallingford  Cottage  Hospital,  and  two  in  Reading  Hospital  of 
previous  residents  in  the  district,  the  corrected  number  is  M.34, 
F.  31,  total  65 — being  less  than  half  (48'5^)  of  the  births, 
the  respective  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population,  estimated 
at  5,121,  being  births  26-2,  deaths  127.  The  deaths  of  infants 
less  than  a year  old  were  only  6 % of  the  births,  although 
they  amounted  to  12-3  % of  the  mortality  at  all  ages,  which  is 
however  5 % under  the  mean  rate  for  the  combined  district. 

The  only  death  from  zymotic  disease  was  the  one  already 
mentioned,  but  consumption  accounted  for  ten,  being  15*4  % of 
those  from  all  causes  and  at  the  rate  of  2*0  per  1,000 — which 
was  nearly  the  same  as  that  for  pulmonary  inflammations,  from 
which  nine  deaths  resulted. 

Four  children  under  five  years  of  age  died  from  wasting  and 
convulsive  diseases,  the  rate  being  the  low  one  of  0-9  per  1 ,000 
or  6'i  ^ of  the  total  mortality. 

Seven  inquests  were  held,  of  which  only  one  was  on  death 
from  “ natural  causes,”  the  rest  being  either  cases  of  fatal 
accident,  drowning,  or  suicide. 


WALLINGFORD  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 
Area  380  acres.  Enumerated  population  at  the  census  of  1891, 
2,989 — estimated,  after  deduction  of  the  “rural  district  ” pro- 
portion of  inmates  of  the  Union  House,  as  2,919  to  the  middle 
of  1894. 
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Of  the  605  inhabited  houses  in  the  borough,  which  are  occu- 
pied as  626  tenements,  more  than  a third — 234 — have  less  than 
five  rooms,  48  having  two,  and  50  three  each,  and  about  a tenth 
of  these  smaller  cottages  are  occupied  by  families  of  six  or 
seven  persons,  while  twelve  of  the  four-roomed  ones  have  from 
eight  to  ten  inmates  each.  Reference  to  Tables  II.  and  III., 
which  give  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  inhabitants,  will 
shew  that,  as  compared  with  the  average  of  the  combined  sani- 
tary district,  there  is  a relative  deficiency  of  infants  and  children 
up  to  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  they  being  only  318  per  1,000  of  the 
population  at  all  ages,  as  against  a “mean”  of  354  per  1^000 
for  the  entire  district,  there  being  a corresponding  proportionate 
excess  between  the  ages  of  twenty-five  and  sixty-five,  as  also 
above  the  latter  age. 

The  town  is  well  sewered  on  the  Shone  system  and  all 
but  three  premises  are  connected  with  the  sewers,  there  is  also 
an  abundant  water  supply  which  continues  to  be  of  good  and 
satisfactory  quality. 

Mr.  Johns,  sanitary  inspector,  in  his  return  for  the  year, 
reports  253  premises  as  inspected  by  him.  Nuisances  were 
found  to  exist  on  fifty-six  of  them,  and  all  have  been  abated — 
see  Table  IX. 

The  only  cases  of  infectious  illness  reported  under  the  Noti- 
fication Act  were  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  fatal  case  of 
puerperal  fever,  and  four  of  erysipelas.  The  scarlatinal  attacks 
all  occurred  in  one  family  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  As 
the  premises  were  partly  used  for  the  sale  of  milk  the  business 
was  temporarily  suspended  in  the  same,  and  the  other  usual 
precautions  being  carefully  taken,  there  was  not  any  further 
spread.  v 

The  year’s  registered  births  were:  M.  32,  F.  23,  total  55,  and 
there  were  forty-four  deaths,  from  which  nine  in  the  Union 
House  and  two  in  the  Cottage  Hospital  of  non-residents  have  to 
be  deducted ; but  as  one  person  belonging  to  the  district  died 
in  Reading  Hospital  from  accidental  injuries,  the  “corrected” 
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number  is  M.  15,  F.  19,  total  34— the  births  and  deaths  being  at 
the  rates  respectively  of  i8-8  and  11*6  per  1,000  of  the  estima- 
ted population,  the  deaths  being  61 -8  % of  the  births  and  44  % 
of  those  at  all  ages  occurring  among  persons  over  sixty-five. 

The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases  was  nil. 

There  were  five  deaths  each  from  consumption  and  from  the 
wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age,  with  six  from  pulmonary  inflammations — the  respective 
death  rates  being  17  and  2'0  per  1,000,  but  these  infantile 
developmental  diseases  accounted  for  "]\  % of  the  mortality 
at  this  age  period. 

Three  inquests  were  held,  one  being  on  a death  from  natural 
and  the  others  from  accidental  causes. 


BRADFIELD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

The  total  area  of  this  district  is  64,370  acres,  of  which  55,215 
are  in  Berks  and  9, 1 55  in  Oxon ; the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
at  the  last  census  being  3,656  in  all,  but  occupied  as  3,853 
separate  tenements,  and  the  enumerated  population  15,183  for 
the  Berkshire  and  2,834  for  the  Oxfordshire  parishes,  the  esti- 
mated numbers  to  the  middle  of  1894  being  15,318  and  3,233 
for  the  two  divisions  respectively.  About  two-fifths — 1.522 — 
of  the  total  number  of  tenements  consist  of  not  exceeding  four 
rooms  each,  264  having  three,  150  two,  and  17  one  room  apiece 
— these  last  being  occupied  by  only  one  or  two  persons,  while 
of  the  two-roomed  ones  there  are  ten  with  between  six  and 
eight  inmates,  and  of  those  with  three  rooms  there  are  forty- 
six  with  from  six  to  ten,  and  three  with  eleven  or  twelve 
persons  in  each  family.  As  regards  the  four-roomed  cottages 
there  are  fifty-four  with  an  occupation  rate  in  excess  of  the 
Registrar  General’s  standard  rate  of  two  persons  per  room. 

Although  the  greater  part  of  the  district  is  distinctly  rural  in 
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character,  with  a stationary  or  slightly  decreasing  population 
and  a large  proportion  of  old  cottages,  the  riverside  parishes 
of  Goring  and  Pangbourne,  as  also  the  parishes  of  Bradfield, 
Mortimer,  and  Tilehurst,  which  last  adjoins  the  borough  of 
Reading,  have  considerably  increased  their  population  during 
the  ten  years  1881-91,  the  newly-erected  houses  being  built  in 
accordance  with  the  “Building  Bye-Laws “ which  are  in  force 
throughout  the  district,  thus  ensuring,  at  the  least,  a moderate 
standard  of  sanitary  efficiency  as  regards  them,  except  as  re- 
gards the  size  of  their  gardens,  which  for  the  most  part  com- 
pare very  unfavourably  with  those  of  the  older  cottages,  and 
will  ere  long  necessitate  the  provision  of  a regular  system  of  ' 
sewerage  for  that  portion  of  Tilehurst  which  has  grown  up  | 
within  the  last  few  years  and  is  still  increasing.  Of  ninety-five 

building  plans’^  submitted  to  the  Authority,  forty-two  of 
which  were  for  “new  houses,’^  thirty-three  for  alterations  of 
existing  ones,  and  the  rest  for  miscellaneous  works,  sixty-eight 
were  approved  and  twenty-two  “allowed’’  but  not  formally  i 
sanctioned. 

Up  to  now  no  part  of  the  district  has  any  regular  system  of 
sewerage,  but  works  are  in  progress  at  Streatley  for  the  drain-  j 
age  of  twenty-five  houses  to  an  outfall  area  prepared  for  I 
“intermittent  filtration.”  The  only  village  having  a public  [ 
water  supply  is  Goring,  but  Theale  has  for  many  years  had  a ij 
provision  of  public  pumps,  placed  along  the  main  street,  which  ' 
furnish  a good  supply  of  pure  drinking  water  from  the  chalk;  i 
and  a Company  recently  formed  has  commenced  the  construc- 
tion of  water-works  for  the  supply  of  Tilehurst  and  the  adjoin- 
ing localities.  At  Mortimer— to  the  unsatisfactory  character 
of  the  water  supply  of  which  village  reference  was  made  in  the 
report  for  the  previous  year— wells,  bored  into  the  chalk,  have 
been  provided  by  the  landowner  for  three  farms  and  for  a row 
of  cottages  near  the  railway  station,  similar  provision  is  also 
contemplated  for  another  row  of  cottages  which  are  at  present 
ill-supplied.  Three  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  j 
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analysis,  neither  of  them  proved  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality, 
and  two  were  decidedly  “ bad.” 

The  “Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act”  is  in  force  in 
the  district’,  and  although  there  is  not  an  isolation  hospital  or  a 
public  disinfecting  apparatus,  the  Authority  has  entered  into  a 
contract  with  Mr.  Street,  of  the  Reading  Steam  Disinfecting 
Works,  to  remove  in  a special  van,  to  disinfect  and  to  return  to 
the  respective  owners,  all  articles  requiring  disinfection.  Thus 
far  the  arrangement  has  worked  well.  Every  case  of  infectious 
illness  notified  is  supervized  till  its  termination,  and  in  four 
instances  the  Authority  made  a small  allowance  to  persons  to 
recoup  them  for  loss  sustained  in  consequence  of  the  restrictions 
imposed  on  them  on  account  of  the  respective  attacks. 

Berkshire  Parishes. — The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  T.  Windle, 
in  his  return  of  work  performed  during  the  year,  reports  664 
premises  as  inspected  by  him  in  this  division  of  the  district; 
nuisances  were  found  on  eighty-six  of  the  number,  all  of  which 
were  abated,  the  majority  relating  to  foul  closets  and  insanitary 
houses — six  old  houses  having  been  voluntarily  demolished 
by  their  owners  without  the  necessity  arising  for  obtaining 
orders  to  close — see  Table  IX. 

AtUfton  School  the  sanitary  arrangements  have  been  entirely 
remodelled  in  accordance  with  my  advice — earth  closets  being 
provided  in  lieu  of  the  old  cesspit  privies,  and  a polluted  well 
closed.  The  fouling  of  a stream  adjoining  the  Rectory  at 
Stanford  Dingley  has  also  been  dealt  with,  a special  survey  of 
Aldermaston  with  reference  to  the  disposal  of  the  slop  and 
other  sewage  has  been  taken  in  hand,  and  new  drainage  pro- 
vided for  a row  of  cottages  at  Beech  Hill. 

Seventy-seven  notifications  of  attacks  of  infectious  illness 
were  received  during  the  year,  viz.,  scarlet  fever,  fifty-seven; 
diphtheria,  ten;  enteric  fever,  five;  erysipelas,  five. 

Of  the  scarlatinal  attacks  three  were  of  adults,  and  twenty- 
four  occurred  in  a public  school  in  the  district,  the  infection 
having  in  all  probability  been  accidentally  brought  there  during 
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the  course  of  a widely  diffused  epidemic  of  influenza  among  the 
boys.  The  strictest  precautions  were  enforced  by  the  school 
authorities,  and  the  outbreak  was  stamped  out  in  eighteen  days. 
The  majority  of  the  other  attacks  occurred  at  Mortimer,  in  June 
and  July,  there  being  twenty  cases  in  twelve  families;  they  Were 
mostly  of  a mild  type,  but  one  ended  fatally,  this  being  the  only 
death  from  the  complaint  during  the  year.  The  remaining 
ones  were,  with  few  exceptions,  limited  to  single  families  at 
Bradfield,  Beech  Hill,  Sulham,  Sulhampstead,  Theale,  Tilehurst, 
and  Ufton.  The  source  of  infection  could  seldom  be  definitely 
traced,  in  one  instance  the  attack  was  clearly  due  to  the 
wearing  of  infected  clothing  given  to  the  child  by  a relative  in 
ignorance.  The  child  sickened  on  the  third  day  after  putting 
them  on. 

Diphtheria. — Four  of  the  ten  attacks  (in  seven  families)  which 
were  notified  during  the  year  proved  fatal,  and  a fifth  death  is 
included  in  the  Registrar’s  returns  which  occurred  in  the  pre- 
vious December.  The  first  two  cases  were  at  Mortimer  Com- 
mon in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  There  had  not  been  any 
known  exposure  to  infection  in  either  instance,  but  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  one  premises  were  unsatisfactory,  as  was  also 
the  case  at  a cottage  in  Ufton  where  the  next  attack  was  notified 
in  March,  and  at  Sulhampstead  where  four  members  of  a 
family  occupying  an  isolated  farmhouse  fell  ill  in  June,  and  the 
complaint  proved  fatal  to  two  of  the  children.  In  October  a 
single  case  was  reported  at  Ufton,  as  to  which  no  facts  of 
interest  were  elicited,  and  in  December  there  was  a fatal  one  at 
Tilehurst,  and  another  of  a milder  type  at  Wokefield,  to  the 
cause  of  which  no  clue  was  obtained. 

Enteric  Fever. — Of  the  five  cases  notified  the  first  was  pro- 
bably an  imported  one.  In  February  there  were  two  attacks, 
of  which  one  was  fatal,  in  a family  at  Aldermaston — the  drains 
at  this  cottage  were  unsatisfactory  and  very  near  the  well.  A 
special  inspection  of  the  village  was  made  in  connection  with 
these  cases.  In  May  one  was  reported  at  Beenham,  the  illness 
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having  been  contracted  out  of  the  district,  and  in  November 
there  was  a solitary  attack  of  a very  mild  type  at  Tilehurst. 

One  death  resulted  from  erysipelas,  of  which  five  cases  were 
notified. 

By  far  the  most  fatal  “zymotic”  complaint  of  the  year  was 
whooping  cough,  fifteen  deaths,  mostly  of  infants  or  very  young 
children,  resulting  from  it,  nearly  all  of  them  in  the  early 
months,  and  the  majority  in  Bradfield  and  the  adjoining  parishes. 

There  were  also  four  deaths  from  influenza,  which  was  very 
prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  registered  births  was:  M.  191,  F.  197,  total 
388,  and  the  total  deaths  were  215,  from  which  three  in  the 
Union  House  have  to  be  deducted  as  not  belonging  to  this 
division  of  the  district,  but  ten  patients  received  from  it  into 
Reading  Hospital  died  there ; the  “ corrected  ” number  is 
therefore  M.  108,  F.  114,  total  222,  and  the  respective  rates  per 
1,000  of  the  estimated  population  (15,318)  are  births  25*3, 
deaths  14-5,  both  being  very  slightly  above  the  year’s  “mean 
rate”  for  the  combined  district — see  Tables  VI.  and  VII. 

Reference  to  Tables  II.  and  III.,  which  give  the  number  and 
the  proportion  per  1,000  of  the  population  living  in  the  district 
at  various  groups  of  ages,  will  shew  that  there  was  a distinct 
excess  of  infantile  mortality  due  mainly  to  the  deaths  from 
whooping  cough  already  referred  to,  as  nearly  135  out  of  every 
1,000  infants  under  a twelvemonth  old  died  ; the  proportion  of 
deaths  at  that  age  period  to  registered  births  being  ir8 
and  to  those  at  all  ages  207  96. 

The  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases,  twenty-four  in 
all,  have  already  been  mentioned,  they  account  for  a little  more 
than  a tenth  of  the  entire  mortality,  and  were  at  the  rate  of 
r6  per  1,000  living. 

Consumption  accounted  for  fifteen  deaths,  or  nearly  7 % of 
those  from  all  causes,  and  pulmonary  inflammations  occasioned 
thirty- two,  or  14-4  % of  the  year’s  total — the  respective  rates 
per  1,000  being  ro  and  2*i. 
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The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five 
years  old  account  for  twenty-five  deaths,  the  death  rate  and  pro 
portion  of  the  total  mortality  being  respectively  r6  and 

Eight  inquests  were  held,  two  being  on  deaths  from  natural 
causes,  one  from  suicide,  three  of  persons  “found  drowned  ” in 
the  Thames,  and  the  remainder  from  accident. 

Oxfordshire  Parishes. — In  this  division  of  the  district,  which 
includes  the  riverside  parishes  of  Goring,  Mapledurham,  and 
Whitchurch,  the  annual  return  of  the  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  T. 
Windle,  shews  104  premises  inspected  and  nuisances  found  and 
abated  on  nineteen— see  Table  IX.  They  were  mostly  of  a 
routine  character,  but  included  the  removal  of  an  offensive 
cesspit  common  to  several  houses  on  the  Recreation  Ground  at 
Goring,  which  was  entirely  abolished,  separate  provision  being 
made  for  each  residence  within  its  own  curtilage. 

Only  two  notifications  of  infectious  illness  were  received  for 
the  Oxfordshire  parishes,  viz.,  one  of  an  attack  of  diphtheria  at 
a fairly  well  sanitated  house  in  Goring,  no  clue  being  obtained 
as  to  the  cause  of  illness;  and  the  other  was  a case  of  erysipelas 
in  a somewhat  overcrowded  cottage  at  Whitchurch. 

The  births  registered  in  the  course  of  the  year  were  : M.  26, 
F.  18,  total  44,  and  the  deaths  numbered  35— or,  with  the  ad- 
dition of  two  in  the  Union  House  and  one  in  Reading  Hospital, 
belonging  to  these  parishes,  to  M.  26,  F.  16,  total  38,  the  rates^ 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  (3,233)  being  births  13.6, 
deaths  11*7.  Both  these  rates,  and  especially  that  of  the  births, 
are  exceedingly  low,  but  I have  not  any  reason  to  think  that 
that  there  is  any  error  in  the  registration  returns. 

The  only  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  two  which 
occurred  in  March  from  whooping  cough,  and  influenza  was 
fatal  to  three  persons,  as  also  was  consumption.  Seven  deaths 
resulting  from  pulmonary  inflammations  and  six  from  the  con- 
vulsive and  wasting  diseases  of  children  under  five  years  old. 
The  respective  rates  and  proportions  of  the  deaths  from  all 
causes  will  be  found  in  Tables  VII.  and  VIII. 

Inquests  were  held  on  two  deaths  from  accidental  drowning. 
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COOKHAM  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Area  27,803  acres,  containing  at  the  census  of  1891,  2,061 
houses,  occupied  as  2,089  separate  tenements  by  a population 
consisting  of  M.  4,819,  F.  5,042,  total  9,861 — estimated  to  amount 
at  the  average  rate  of  increase  of  the  decade  1881-91,  to  10,230 
at  the  middle  of  1894.  The  district  being  in  some  parts  largely 
a residential  one  there  is  a distinct  preponderance  of  females  in 
the  population — see  Tables  II.  and  III. — owing  probably  to  the 
number  of  women  engaged  in  domestic  service.  Nearly  half 
the  tenements  in  the  district  (966)  have  not  more  than  four 
rooms  apiece,  including  sixty-eight  which  have  two,  and  eight 
with  one  room  each.  There  are,  however,  but  twenty-five  of 
these  very  small  cottages  which  have  a denser  population  than 
two  inmates  per  room  (see  Table  IV.),  though  sixteen  of  the 
(122)  three-roomed  and  forty  of  the  (768)  four-roomed  ones 
exceed  this  rate  of  density. 

There  is  not  any  portion  of  the  district  provided  with  sewer- 
age, and  the  character  of  the  well  water  supply  varies  with  the 
locality— being  good  in  the  chalk  districts — more  or  less  doubt- 
ful on  the  river  gravels — and  generally  unsatisfactory  on  the 
clay,  but  the  mains  of  the  Maidenhead  Waterworks  Company 
are  being  laid  in  those  parts  which  are  adjacent  to  the  town. 

The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  G.  Millin,  in  his  return  of  work 
done  during  the  year,  returns  1 39  premises  as  inspected,  twelve 
being  surveyed  in  detail,  and  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
abated  on  forty-five— see  Table  IX.  I have  reported  four  houses 
as  unfit  for  habitation  and  they  were  subsequently  closed.  At 
Waltham  St.  Lawrence  six  cottages  were  reported  on  and  one 
was  closed,  the  others  being  cleansed  and  reinstated.  I have 
also  reported  on  cottages  at  Cox  Green,  Shottesbrook,  Bisham, 
Pinkneys  Green,  Littlewick  Green,  &c.,  and  the  Dairies  and 
Cowsheds  Order  having  come  into  operation,  I have  inspected 
a considerable  number  of  the  dairy  farms  and  found  them 
generally  in  a satisfactory  state. 
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The  bakehouses,  fourteen ; slaughter-houses,  five ; and  three 
piggeries  have  also  been  visited — no  nuisances  being  found  on 
either  of  them. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  illness  received  during  the  year 
have  been  : small  pox,  one ; scarlet  fever,  four ; diphtheria, 
eight;  membranous  croup,  one;  enteric  fever,  one ; puerperal 
fever,  one  ; and  erysipelas,  nine. 

Small  Pox. — As  this  case  is  a good  illustration  of  the  Avay  in 
which  the  disease  is  so  often  spread  in  widely  distant  places 
from  a single  centre  of  infection,  I take  the  opportunity  of 
briefly  summarizing  the  facts.  On  December  3rd,  1853,  a man 
living  near  Bristol  sickened  for  small  pox  and  was  removed  to 
the  isolation  hospital  on  the  6th  or  7th,  dying  there  on  the  9th, 
of  the  haemorrhagic  form  of  the  disease.  Previous  to  his 
removal  to  hospital  he  had  been  visited  by  his  mother  and  a 
sister,  who  did  not  reside  with  him.  The  mother  did  not  see 
him  again,  as  the  body  was  buried  direct  from  the  hospital  on 
the  nth,  but  the  sister  attended  the  funeral,  and  on  the  day 
following  (December  12th)  both  of  them  came  to  Bray  on  a 
visit  to  a brother  of  the  deceased  man,  but  they  stated  that 
neither  of  them  brought  from  Bristol  any  of  the  clothing  they 
had  worn  when  they  visited  him.  On  the  i6th  the  mother  went 
on  to  Walthamstow,  where  she  fell  ill  on  the  21st,  her  illness 
being  at  first  thought  to  be  ‘Mnfluenza  with  purpura.’^  The 
attack  assuming  a more  serious  character,  the  daughter,  who 
was  still  staying  at  her  brother’s  house  at  Bray,  went  up  with 
him  on  the  24th  to  Walthamstow,  another  sister  also  coming 
there  from  Hammersmith.  This  last  person  was  attacked  with 
small  pox  on  or  about  January  7th  at  her  house  in  Hammer- 
smith, as  was  the  man  who  had  gone  up  from  Bray  and  who 
had  returned  home  the  same  day;  the  sister  who  had  travelled 
with  him  and  who  remained  at  Walthamstow  to  nurse  her 
mother  taking  the  complaint  in  a very  modified  and  mild  form 
later  on,  she  having  been  revaccinated  two  years  previously. 
The  mother’s  attack  was  severe  and  attended  with  haemorrhagic 
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complications,  although  she  had  already  had  small  pox  once. 
The  Bray  case  was  an  ordinary  one  of  semi-confluent  character, 
and  the  man  had  good  marks  of  vaccination  in  infancy,  but  he 
had  not  been  revaccinated.  A trained  nurse  was  placed  in 
charge,  isolation  being  carefully  maintained,  and  revaccination 
of  all  persons  living  near  at  hand  who  could  be  induced  to 
have  it  performed.  There  was  not  any  further  spread  of  the 
complaint. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  only  cases  of  this  complaint  notifled 
during  the  year  were  three  at  the  end  of  August  occurring  in 
two  families  living  at  Bisham,  and  one  in  Pinkneys  Green  at 
the  middle  of  September.  Their  origin  could  not  be  accounted 
for,  but  the  infection  was  limited  to  the  cottages  where  it  first 
appeared. 

Diphtheria. — Each  of  the  eight  attacks  notified  in  1894  was, 
so  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  entirely  unconnected  with  any 
of  the  others.  The  first  occurred  during  April  in  a house  on 
Pinkneys  Green,  where  the  complaint  had  appeared  a year 
previously,  and  the  second  was  at  Bisham  during  May,  followed 
two  months  later  by  one  at  Bray,  and  in  August  by  one  on  the 
outskirts  of  Maidenhead,  this  last  being  attributed  to  the  lad’s 
having  had  to  clean  out  a foul  drain.  In  September  there  were 
two  fatal  cases,  one  being  at  the  Furze  Platt  and  one  at  Cox 
Green,  which  last  was  probably  contracted  in  Maidenhead. 
Towards  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  two  attacks  atKnowl 
Hill,  one  of  which  had  a fatal  termination,  and  a fatal  attack  of 
membranous  croup  occurred  at  the  Furze  Platt  in  a house 
adjoining  that  where  the  death  from  diphtheria  had  taken 
place  in  the  previous  month.  Both  these  houses  were  recently 
erected,  dry,  and  situated  on  a high  level,  and  the  sanitary 
arrangements  were  fairly  good.  The  children  were  not  of 
school  age,  and  there  had  not  been  any  traceable  communica- 
tion between  them,  nor  was  there  any  suspicion  to  be  attached 
either  to  the  water  or  the  milk  supply. 

The  solitary  attack  of  enteric  fever  notified  was  contracted  in 
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London,  but  some  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  the  residence 
where  it  occurred  were  unsatisfactory  and  the  necessary  altera- 
tions were  advised. 

Of  the  nine  reported  cases  of  erysipelas  four  occurred  at 
Waltham  St.  Lawrence. 

There  was  also  a widely  spread  prevalence  of  measles  during 
the  summer  and  autumn  at  White  Waltham,  Shottesbrook, 
Tuchen  End,  and  Cookham  Dean.  The  National  School  at 
White  Waltham  was  temporarily  closed  on  account  of  it. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  were:  M.  133,  F.  118, 
total  251,  and  the  deaths  amounted  to  146 — to  which  fourteen 
have  to  be  added  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district  but  dying 
in  public  institutions  outside  it,  viz.,  Union  House,  ten ; Maiden- 
head Cottage  Hospital,  two;  and  Moulsford  Asylum,  two — 
making  a corrected  total  of  M.  83,  F.  77,  total  160;  the  birth 
rate  being  24*5  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  and  the 
death  rate  15 ’6,  the  latter  being  nearly  4 per  1,000  in  excess  of 
the  exceptionally  low  death  rate  of  the  district  in  the  preceding 
year — although  it  is  only  i -5  above  the  mean  rate  of  the  entire 
combined  district  for  1894.  The  deaths  amounted  to  637  of 
the  registered  births,  but  the  proportionate  amount  of  infantile 
mortality  was  low,  the  deaths  of  infants  less  than  a twelvemonth 
old  being  only  8*4  % of  the  births  for  the  year  and  79  S per 
1,000  of  the  persons  living  in  the  district  at  this  age — see 
Table  II. ; while  on  the  other  hand  43  % of  the  entire  mortality 
of  the  year  occurred  among  persons  above  the  age  of  sixty-five, 
being  at  the  rate  of  no  per  1,000  persons  living  at  that  age 
period. 

In  addition  to  the  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  already  men- 
tioned, there  were  two  each  from  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
with  six  from  infantile  diarrhoea,  making  a total  of  twelve,  and 
amounting  to  7*5  % of  those  from  all  causes,  with  a death  rate 
for  the  class  of  i'2  per  1,000. 

Consumption  was  fatal  to  eight  persons,  the  rate  being  0*8 
and  the  percentage  of  total  deaths  5 %. 
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Pulmonary  Inflammations  accounted  for  a mortality  of  twenty- 
nine,  or  i8'i  % of  the  whole,  with  a death  rate  of  2*8.  In  addi- 
tion five  deaths  resulted  from  the  complications  of  influenza 
attacks  occurring  in  the  early  spring  of  the  year. 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  the  wasting  and  convulsive 
diseases  of  children  under  five  years  old,  the  rate  and  percent- 
age proportion  to  those  from  all  causes  being  0*9  and  S’6  ^ 
respectively. 

Ten  inquests  were  held,  five  being  on  deaths  from  accidental 
causes,  with  one  from  suicidal  drowning,  and  three  from 
natural  causes. 


MAIDENHEAD  URBAN  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Area  2,123  acres ; number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  census  of 
iSqr,  2,071 — occupied  as  2,136  separate  tenements  by  a popu- 
lation of  M.  5,131,  F.  5,476,  total  10,607,  the  excess  of  females 
resulting  probably  from  the  residential  character  of  the  town 
and  the  number  of  women  engaged  in  domestic  service.  It  will 
also  be  seen  on  reference  to  Table  III.  that  the  district  contains 
a relative  excess  of  infants  and  young  children  (under  five 
years),  who  are  in  the  proportion  of  124  per  1,000  living  at  all 
ages,  while  there  is  an  equal  relative  deficiency  of  persons 
above  the  age  of  sixty-five,  who  constitute  only  50  per  1,000  of 
the  total  population.  In  1891  there  were  in  the  town  600  tene- 
ments not  having  more  than  four  rooms  each,  but  the  Registrar 
General’s  standard  of  two  occupants  per  room  was  only  ex- 
ceeded in  thirty  instances,  and  of  these  twenty-one  were  four- 
roomed  cottages  occupied  by  families  of  from  nine  to  eleven 
persons— see  Table  IV. 

The  “corrected”  population,  estimated  at  the  rate  of  in- 
crease for  the  decade  1881-91,  would  amount  to  11,182  at  the 
middle  of  1894,  after  exclusion  of  the  “rural”  share  of  the 
Union  House  inmates. 
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Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  new  sewerage  works 
sanctioned  by  the  Local  Government  Board  during  the  year 
previous,  and  in  view  of  their  early  completion  and  of  the 
putting  in  of  the  house  connections,  owners  of  house  property 
in  the  town  have  as  far  as  practicable  not  been  called  on  to 
carry  out  any  structural  alterations  as  to  drains,  &c.,  which 
would  be  of  little  or  no  service  when  the  new  sewers  are 
finished.  The  Corporation  have,  however,  undertaken  the 
emptying  of  the  existing  cesspits  by  their  own  staff  since  the 
expiration  of  their  ag'reement  with  the  contractor,  and  the  work 
has  been  much  better  and  more  regularly  carried  out  than  was 
formerly  the  case. 

Eighty  new  houses  have  been  erected  under  the  New  Code 
of  ‘‘  Model  ” Bye-Laws,  and  services  from  the  mains  of  the 
Waterw'orks  Company  have  been  laid  on  to  eighty-seven. 

The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  J.  H.  Barford,  in  his  return  of 
works  done  during  the  year,  reports  634  premises  as  inspected 
and  thirty-two  surveyed  in  detail.  Ninety-two  nuisances  were 
discovered  and  abated —see  Table  IX.  The  bakehouses, 
slaughterhouses,  and  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  also  been 
inspected,  and  reports  on  various  insanitary  premises  in  Wal- 
deck  Road,  Forleaze  Road,  Oldfield  Road,  Ray  Park,  &c.,  &c., 
have  been  laid  before  the  Authority. 

In  November  the  lowlying  parts  of  the  town  were  inundated 
by  the  highest  flood  on  record,  no  less  than  383  houses  being 
more  or  less  seriously  flooded.  The  Mayor  and  Corporation 
issued  an  appeal  for  help  to  mitigate  the  results  of  so  disastrous 
a visitation — an  appeal  which  was  very  liberally  responded  to, 
a sum  of  over  £700  being  subscribed  in  the  course  of  a few 
days.  Voluntary  personal  assistance  was  also  freely  given  by 
members  of  the  Town  Council,  the  Volunteer  Fire  Brigade,  and 
others,  in  carrying  food,  fuel,  &c.,  &c.,  in  punts,  or  carts,  vans,  &c., 
to  the  occupants  of  the  cottages  and  small  houses  within  the 
inundated  area — a task  which  was  at  times  a very  difficult  and 
even  dangerous  one,  as  in  places  the  current  was  running  like  a

mill-race.  As  soon  as  the  floods  had  subsided  a plentiful  supply 
of  disinfectants  was  provided,  and  printed  advice  and  cautions 
were  freely  distributed,  the  sanitary  inspector  working-  inde- 
fatig-ably  in  the  matter,  and  everything-  that  was  practicable 
being-  done  to  safeg-uard  the  town  against  any  consequent  out- 
break of  illnes — happily  with  much  success. 

As  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  has  not  been 
adopted  by  the  Authority,  my  knowledge  as  to  infectious  dis- 
ease occurring  in  the  district  is  obtainable  only  from  the  returns 
made  to  me  of  pauper  sickness,  the  district  registrars’  returns 
of  deaths  registered  by  them,  and  the  voluntary  information 
received  from  medical  practitioners  in  the  town  of  some  of  the 
cases  under  their  charge,  mainly  attacks  of  diphtheria. 

Small  Pox. — The  only  case  that  came  to  my  knowledge  during 
the  year  was  that  of  a man  admitted,  May  30th,  into  the  tramp 
ward  of  the  Union  House.  He  was  removed  to  the  isolation 
hospital  for  treatment  on  the  following  day  and  remained  there 
for  about  eight  weeks,  being  supplied  also  with  an  entire  outfit 
of  fresh  clothing  when  discharged.  While  in  the  tramp  ward 
he  infected  at  least  one  other  inmate,  who  fell  ill  a fortnight 
later  on  in  Hounslow  Union  House;  whether  or  not  any  more 
of  those  sleeping  in  it  on  that  night  contracted  the  disease  could 
not  be  traced,  as  they  had  all  been  discharged  in  the  usual 
course  before  the  time  for  the  doctor’s  visit  and  before  the 
nature  of  the  attack  was  recognized. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Only  two  cases  were  entered  in  the  returns 
of  pauper  sickness  during  the  year,  and  among  the  general 
population  there  was  only  one  that  came  to  my  knowledge, 
being  that  of  a male  aged  sixty  who  was  attacked  in  March  by 
a malignant  form  of  the  disease,  and  died  very  rapidly.  The 
source  of  his  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

Diphtheria. — Of  the  eleven  attacks  notified  by  medical  practi- 
tioners only  two  were  returned  in  the  pauper  sick  list,  though 
all  were  among  children  of  working  people.  Seven  were 
notified  in  January  and  February,  most  of  them  living  in  the 
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same  locality  and  attending  the  infants’  division  of  the  same  J 
school.  Two  of  the  attacks  were  fatal,  as  was  an  additional  | 
one  occurring  under  similar  circumstances  but  notified  as 
membranous  croup.  After  an  interval  of  two  months  another 
attack  was  reported  in  April,  followed  by  three  in  June  and  I 
one  in  July,  with  two  in  October.  There  was  no  traceable  I 
connection  between  these  later  cases,  either  as  to  school  attend-  | 
ance,  water,  milk,  or  drainage,  but  four  of  them  had  a fatal  \ 
termination,  and  one  was  attributed  to  the  contents  of  some 
cesspits  having  been  deposited  in  a field  behind  the  house. 

Both  measles  and  whooping  cough  were  very  prevalent  ' 
during  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  especially  among  the  children 
living  in  the  poorer  neighbourhoods,  and  there  were  three 
deaths  from  the  first-named,  with  six  of  infants  from  whooping  ^ 
cough.  j 

One  death  occurred  from  puerperal  fever,  the  woman  having  j 
been  under  the  care  of  a nurse  who  took  charge  of  the  case  j 
immediately  after  nursing  a case  of  erysipelas.  i 

A few  cases  of  chicken  pox  came  to  my  knowledge,  and  this 
complaint  was  certified  as  the  cause  of  death  of  a child  two  j 
years  of  age. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  were;  M.  i6i,  F.  143,  j 
total  304,  and  the  total  deaths  were  159,  which  have  to  be 
corrected  by  the  exclusion  of  twelve  in  the  Union  House  and 
five  in  Maidenhead  Cottage  Hospital  of  persons  not  belonging  j 
to  the  district,  and  by  the  addition  of  one  person  dying  in 
Reading  Hospital  and  two  in  the  County  Asylum  who  had 
been  received  from  Maidenhead;  the  “ corrected  ” number  is  : 
therefore  M.  67,  F.  78,  total  145,  and  the  rates  per  1,000  of  the  , 
calculated  population  are  births  28-1,  deaths  13-4 — the  first- 
named  being  almost  the  highest  birth  rate  of  any  district  in  the  ! 
sanitary  combination,  while  the  death  rate  is  somewhat  under 
the  ‘‘average”  for  the  year.  As  regards  the  age  at  which  : 
death  took  place,  it  will  be  seen  from  Table  VII.  that  nearly  j 
34  % of  the  total  mortality  occurred  under  the  age  of  five  years,  ' 
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and  from  Table  II.  that  37-3  per  1,000  of  those  living-  at  this 
age  period  died  during  the  year,  being  a proportion  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  the  “ mean  ” for  the  “ combination,”  while 
less  than  65  per  i,ono  died  of  those  who  were  above  the  age  of 
sixty-five — a ratio  much  below  the  corresponding  mean  for  the 
whole  of  the  districts. 

The  principal  zymotic  diseases  occasioned  twenty  deaths, 
most  of  which  have  been  already  referred  to,  and  three-fourths 
of  them  occurred  among  children  under  five  years  of  age,  being 
30-6%  of  the  whole  mortality  at  this  age  period.  The  death 
rate  for  this  group  of  complaints  is  r8  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, and  they  account  for  nearly  14  ^ of  the  deaths  from  all 
causes. 

Consumption  was  fatal  to  thirteen  persons,  the  death  rate 
being  i‘2  and  the  percentage  of  total  mortality  8*7  %. 

Twenty-five  deaths  were  recorded  from  pulmonary  inflam- 
mations, with  three  from  complications  of  attacks  of  influenza, 
which  was  prevalent  in  the  district  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
and  reappeared  in  its  last  quarter — 17*2  % of  the  deaths  from 
all  causes  are  thus  accounted  for,  the  death  rate  being  2-3 
per  1,000. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  children  under  five 
years  old  were  exceptionally  few,  amounting  only  to  5*5  % of 
the  total  deaths,  with  a rate  of  07,  as  against  an  “average  rate” 
for  the  year  of  double  this  amount — 1*5. 

Twelve  inquests  were  held,  eight  being  on  deaths  from 
various  accidental  injuries,  one  from  suicide,  and  three  from 
“natural  causes.” 


EASTHAMPSTEAD  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 

Area  27,033  acres.  Population,  as  enumerated  at  the  census 
of  1891,  13,704 — or,  excluding  the  special  inmates  of  the  Royal 
Military  College,  of  Broadmoor  Asylum,  and  of  the  Priory 
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Hospital  (who  do  not  belong  to  the  district),  12,984 — the  “cor- 
rected” number  to  the  middle  of  1894  being  estimated  at  13,402. 
The  district  contained  2,579  houses,  occupied  as  2,668  separate 
tenements,  824  of  which  have  not  more  than  four  rooms  each, 
including  28  with  one  room,  78  with  two,  and  127  three-roomed 
cottages.  Of  the  whole  number  only  forty-eight  were  found  to 
have  a denser  average  rate  of  occupation  than  two  persons  per 
room — see  Table  IV. 

The  district  is  to  a considerable  extent  a residential  one,  and 
it  contains  not  only  the  institutions  already  named,  but  also  the 
large  public  school — Wellington  College — which  however  did 
not  swell  the  returns  of  the  last  census,  as  it  was  taken  during 
the  Easter  vacation.  In  Tables  II.  and  III.  the  population  is 
classified  according  to  sex  and  age,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  as 
enumerated  there  was  nearly  an  equal  number  of  males  and 
females,  but  when  the  “special”  inmates  of  institutions  are 
excluded,  there  is  a preponderance  of  nearly  400  females — the 
excess  being  due  probably  to  the  number  employed  in  domestic 
service. 

During  the  year  forty-six  new  houses  have  been  erected  in 
accordance  with  the  “Building  Bye-Laws ” in  those  parts  of  the 
district  where  the  Bye-Laws  are  in  force,  and  about  twenty 
more  have  been  built  in  the  parishes  where  they  do  not  as 
yet  apply. 

Two  enquiries  have  been  held  with  reference  to  the  sewering 
of  the  Bracknell  special  drainage  district,  by  order  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  by  Major-General  Crozier,  one  of  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Board.  The  proposed  scheme  was  sanctioned 
and  the  works  have  been  begun. 

As  regards  the  water  supply  of  the  district,  I have  submitted 
ten  samples  to  analysis,  eight  being  from  Bracknell  and  Bull- 
brook,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  much  polluted ; the  other  two, 
taken  from  premises  in  Winkfield  and  Chavey  Down,  were 
passably  good.  The  Water  Company’s  mains  have  now  been 
extended  to  the  localities  from  which  the  impure  samples  were 
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taken,  and  services  have  been  and  are  being  laid  in.  Fresh  sup- 
plies, either  from  new  wells  or  from  the  mains,  have  been  pro- 
vided for  forty-one  premises.  The  river  Blackwater  still  con- 
tinues to  receive  an  unsatisfactory  effluent  from  the  Royal  Military 
College  sewage  farm,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  sanitary 
inspector  a gang  of  men  was  employed  to  cleanse  the  section 
of  the  river  passing  through  this  district,  but  owing  to  the  late- 
ness of  the  hay  harvest,  which  delayed  the  commencement  of 
the  work,  and  the  severe  autumnal  floods,  it  was  found  imprac- 
ticable to  entirely  complete  the  work,  and  a short  stretch  of 
the  river  still  remains  uncleansed — including  the  part  where 
the  Royal  Military  College  effluent  flows  into  it. 

Mr.  Harry  Lloyd,  sanitary  inspector,  reports  1,102  premises 
as  inspected  and  sixteen  surveyed  in  detail  in  the  course  of  the 
year  (see  Table  IX.) ; nuisances  were  found  existing  on  214, 
and  have  been  abated  on  all  but  eight.  Fifty-four  cowsheds 
and  seven  slaughterhouses  were  inspected,  and  with  few  excep- 
tions they  were  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

Four  houses  were  reported  at  Ascot  as  unfit  for  habitation 
under  the  Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  but  it  was  not 
■^necessary  to  close  either  of  them,  as  they  were  repaired  and 
^put  into  a passably  satisfactory  condition. 

^ The  cases  of  infectious  illness  reported  under  the  “ Notifica- 
tion ” Act  were  as  follows  : small  pox,  one ; scarlet  fever, 
seventeen  ; diphtheria,  ten  ; membranous  croup,  one ; enteric 
fever,  two ; erysipelas,  six. 

The  only  case  of  small  pox  was  that  of  a tramp  admitted 
into  the  Union  Workhouse  and  treated  in  the  isolation  ward. 

Scarlet  Fever. — The  seventeen  attacks  notified  occurred  at 
intervals  in  thirteen  families  in  the  course  of  the  first  eight 
months  of  the  year,  commencing  at  Bracknell  and  Binfield  in 
January,  where  occasional  cases  were  reported  to  the  end  of 
March.  In  May,  July,  and  August  a few  others  were  reported 
at  isolated  places  in  Easthampstead,  Winkfield,  and  Binfield. 
It  is  probable  that  in  two  or  three  instances  the  infection  was

brought  from  London,  but  the  attacks  were  very  mild  and  no 
definite  clue  to  their  origin  was  to  be  obtained.  There  was  not 
anything  in  the  way  of  a general  outbreak,  nor  did  any  case 
prove  fatal. 

Diphtheria. — A small  group  of  attacks  was  notified  at  War- 
field,  in  March  and  April,  where  there  were  eight  cases  in  four 
families.  They  could  not  be  traced  to  any  known  exposure  to 
infection,  either  at  school  or  elsewhere,  nor  were  the  premises — 
with  one  exception — in  an  insanitary  condition.  All  ended 
favourably,  as  did  two  others  which  occurred  in  different  parts 
of  Sandhurst  parish,  reported  in  October  and  December. 
There  was  not  any  spread  from  either  of  them. 

Membranous  Croup. — A solitary  fatal  case  was  certified  in 
December  at  Chavey  Down,  this  being  the  only  death  from 
either  of  the  “ notifiable  ” diseases  throughout  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — In  one  of  the  two  attacks  notified  the  com- 
plaint was  probably  contracted  at  Malta,  the  other  occurred 
at  a very  insanitary  premises  at  Easthampstead,  but  there  was 
no  history  obtainable  of  exposure  to  “enteric’’  infection. 

Of  “ non-notifiable  ” infectious  diseases,  measles  and  whoop- 
ing cough  were  much  the  most  widely  spread  and  fatal,  ac- 
counting as  they  did  for  nearly  the  entire  “zymotic”  mortality 
of  the  year.  It  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  schools  at 
Ascot,  Easthampstead,  Bracknell,  and  Cranborne  on  this 
account.  Measles  prevailed  extensively  in  each  locality  suc- 
cessively during  March,  April,  and  May,  causing  five  deaths, 
while  eight  infants  succumbed  to  attacks  of  whooping  cough — 
mostly  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

Influenza  also  prevailed  to  a serious  extent  both  at  the  begin- 
ning and  the  end  of  the  year — eight  deaths,  all  of  adults,  and 
mostly  old  persons,  being  certified  as  resulting  from  it. 

The  registered  births  for  the  year  amounted  to  M.  i8o,  F.  i66, 
total  346,  and  the  total  deaths  to  155 — which  have  to  be  cor- 
rected by  the  exclusion  of  thirteen  occurring  in  Broadmoor 
Asylum  and  one  in  the  Ascot  Priory  Hospital  of  persons  not 
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belonging  to  the  district,  and  the  addition  of  eight  deaths  in 
Reading  Hospital  and  three  in  the  County  Asylum  of  persons 
received  from  it,  making  the  “corrected”  number  M.  84,  F.68, 
total  152. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  ( 13,402) 
is  therefore  25-8,  and  the  corrected  death  rate  11-3,  or  43*9% 
of  the  registered  births;  iO‘i%  (35)  of  the  children  born  dying 
under  a twelvemonth  old.  This  number  included  eight  feeble 
or  prematurely  born  infants  who  only  lived  a few  hours,  with 
three  who  survived  less  than  a month.  The  deaths  at  this  age 
period  were  however  nearly  a fourth,  23%,  of  those  from  all 
ages — while  a third  of  the  total  mortality  occurred  among 
persons  above  sixty-five. 

It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  Table  II.  that,  excepting 
among  infants,  the  death  rate  per  1,000  persons  living  at 
various  groups  of  ages  is  for  this  district  distinctly  under  the 
average  of  the  combined  sanitary  district  for  every  age  period. 

The  mortality  from  zymotic  diseases  already  referred  to 
amounted  to  ro  for  measles  and  whooping  cough  and  to  0'6 
per  1,000  for  influenza. 

Consumption  accounted  for  fourteen  deaths,  or  9*2%  of  those 
from  all  causes,  being  the  same  number  as  that  of  the  pre- 
ceeding  class. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  were  fatal  to  twenty-two  persons, 
including  six  children  under  five  years  old,  being  I4'5^  of  the 
total  mortality,  and  equal  to  a death  rate  of  i*6  per  i,ooo. 

The  wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  young  children  occa- 
sioned twenty-one  deaths,  or  447  % of  those  occurring  at  this 
age  period.  These  however  include  the  “ premature  births,” 
&c.,  already  referred  to.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  in  this  class 
is  1-5. 

Seven  inquests  were  held,  of  which  two  were  on  deaths  from 
suicide  and  four  from  accidental  violence,  with  one  from 
natural  causes. 


WINDSOR  RURAL  SANITARY  DISTRICT. 


Total  area  19,929  acres — of  which  10,580  are  in  Berks,  and 
include  the  rural  portion  of  Clewer  parish,  with  Dedworth,  Old 
Windsor,  and  Sunninghill,  the  Surrey  parishes  of  Egham  and 
Thorpe  having  an  area  of  9,349  acres;  their  populations,  as 
enumerated  at  the  census  of  1891,  being:  Berkshire  parishes 
12,599,  Surrey  parishes  10,736 — estimated  after  correction  for 
“speciaL’  inmates  of  public  institutions  (who  do  not  belong  to 
the  district)  as  13,062  and  10,863  respectively  at  the  middle  of 
1894.  The  entire  district  contained  4,502  houses  in  1891,  the 
same  being  occupied  as  4,853  separate  tenements.  Of  these 
1,642  had  not  more  than  four  rooms  each,  and  out  of  this  num- 
ber there  were  115  with  one  room,  243  and  244  being  respec- 
tively two-roomed  and  three-roomed  tenements.  Taking  the 
Registrar  General’s  average  rate  of  two  inmates  per  room  as 
the  standard  of  proper  occupation,  fourteen  one-roomed, 
twenty-six  two-roomed,  fifteen  three-roomed,  and  forty-one 
four-roomed  cottages,  or  ninety-six  in  all,  were  too  crowded — 
see  Table  IV. — but  as  half  of  these  are  four- roomed  cottages, 
occupied  by  families  having  a number  of  children,  the  amount 
of  serious  overcrowding  in  the  district  is  but  limited,  and  is  the 
result  mainly  of  the  rents  of  the  larger  cottages  being  beyond 
the  means  of  the  poorer  labouring  people. 

In  Tables  II.  and  III.  I have  given  the  number  of  persons 
living  in  the  district  at  various  groups  of  ages  and  their  pro- 
portional sex  and  age  distribution  per  i,ooo.  It  will  be  noted 
that  there  is  a marked  excess  of  females  as  compared  with  the 
number  of  males  in  the  population,  and  that  while  the  propor- 
tion of  infants  and  children  living  up  to  the  age  of  fifteen  cor- 
responds pretty  closely  with  the  mean  rates  for  the  combined 
sanitary  district,  there  is  a considerable  excess  between  the 
ages  of  fifteen  and  sixty-five,  and  an  equally  large  diminution 
in  the  proportion  per  1,000  living  at  ages  above  sixty-five. 

The  district  is  largely  a residential  one,  but  is  in  part  urban 
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or  semi-urban  in  character,  with  a somewhat  densely -packed 
and  poor  population,  which  has  more  than  doubled  its  numbers 
in  every  parish  during  the  last  half  century,  with  the  single  ex- 
ception of  the  small  parish  of  Thorpe,  which  had  a population 
of  555  in  i86i  and  of  only  549  at  the  last  census;  while  in  1861 
Sunninghill  had  little  more  than  a third — 1,350 — of  its  present 
inhabitants — 3,929.  Nearly  half  of  the  houses  therefore  are  of 
comparatively  recent  date,  and  while  a very  considerable  pro- 
portion of  the  old  cottages  have  fairly  large  gardens,  and  suffi- 
cient air  space  to  compensate  in  a measure  for  their  structural 
or  sanitary  deficiencies  in  other  respects,  very  many  of  the 
more  modern  ones,  erected  prior  to  the  adoption  of  Building 
Bye-Laws  in  1877,  are  closely  packed  on  very  cramped  sites, 
with  more  or  less  defective  sanitary  arrangements  and  gardens 
of  such  small  area  that  it  is  quite  impracticable  to  deal  with  the 
house  sewage  thereon — with  the  result  that  nuisances  arising 
from  accumulations  of  refuse,  overflows  of  sewage  or  house  slops 
repeatedly  occur,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  system  of  sewerage 
or  of  scavenging,  their  tem.porary  removal  or  abatement  is 
quickly  followed  by  their  recurrence  on  the  same  premises,  and 
especially  in  some  parts  of  Clewer  where  this  condition  of  things 
is  most  marked,  and  where  the  roadside  ditches  are  thus 
rendered  foul  and  offensive. 

After  a house  to  house  inspection  of  the  entire  length  of  Hatch 
Lane,  Clewer,  several  such  connections  were  cut  off,  but  there 
is  urgent  need  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  for  all  the  un- 
sewered parts  of  this  parish.  A fresh  scheme  has  been  pre- 
pared for  the  purpose  by  Mr.  Fowler,  C.E  , and  has  been  con- 
sidered, but  no  definite  decision  has  as  yet  been  arrived  at. 

As  regards  water  supply,  the  borough  mains  extend  over  a 
considerable  part  of  Clewer  and  the  neighbourhood,  while  those 
of  the  South  Western  and  Suburban  Company  are  laid  in  the 
greater  part  of  Egham,  in  parts  of  Sunninghill,  Sunningdale, 
and  Ascot,  and  they  have  been  extended  in  the  direction  of 
Thorpe  Lane.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  dependent  on 


ordinary  wells,  as  well  as  a large  number  of  premises  even 
where  a supply  from  the  mains  is  obtainable.  Analyses  have 
been  made  of  twenty  samples  therefrom,  which  will  be  again 
referred  to.  Both  at  Clewer  and  Old  Windsor  in  the  Berkshire 
parishes,  and  in  Egham — Egham  Hythe — and  Frog’s  Island — 
Surrey,  a great  number  of  wells  were  for  a time  completely 
drowned  in  consequence  of  the  very  serious  floods  of  the  late 
autumn.  A report  having  been  made  by  me  to  the  Authority 
as  to  the  probable  consequent  dangerous  fouling  of  the  drinking- 
water  got  from  them,  printed  notices  were  distributed  at  nearly 
twelve  hundred  houses  cautioning  the  occupiers  as  to  the  risk 
attendant  on  using  such  polluted  water,  and  advising  the  clean- 
sing of  the  wells  and  at  least  the  boiling  of  the  water  before 
use  where  no  better  supply  was  obtainable. 

Berkshire  Parishes. — The  sanitary  inspector,  Mr.  W.  Menzies, 
in  his  annual  return  of  work  done,  reports  359  premises  as 
inspected  in  this  division  of  the  district ; nuisances  being  found 
on  137  and  abated  on  99  by  the  end  of  the  year — two-thirds  of 
which  related  to  foul  closets  and  drains— see  Table  IX.  Pro- 
ceedings were  taken  in  three  cases,  and  two  convictions  were 
obtained,  one  for  depositing  foul  refuse  in  a gravel  pit  near 
houses  and  a public  road  at  Clewer,  the  other  for  failing  to 
execute  an  order  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  to  cut  off  a drain 
connection  with  a ditch  or  watercourse  in  the  same  parish. 
Complaints  of  a like  nature  from  the  Thames  Conservancy  as 
to  fouling  of  watercourses  at  Old  Windsor  and  at  Dedworth 
have  been  attended  to,  and  the  drainage  from  a dozen  premises 
(including  one  large  laundry  and  the  schools)  has  been  cut  off 
from  the  roadside  ditch  in  Hatch  Lane.  Two  houses  were 
reported  as  unfit  for  habitation  under  the  Housing  of  the  Work- 
ing Classes  Act,  and  one  of  them  has  been  permanently  closed. 
Five  samples  of  well  water  were  analyzed,  one  of  which  proved 
to  be  very  bad,  and  the  well  was  closed,  a service  being  laid 
in  to  supply  five  cottages  in  place  thereof ; the  remaining  sam- 
ples were  either  good  or  passable. 
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In  consequence  of  the  almost  unprecedented  floods  of  the  late 
autumn,  much  of  the  low-lying  portion  of  Clewer,  Dedworth, 
and  Old  Windsor  was  inundated  to  a very  serious  extent  by 
foul  surface  water  and  drainage,  and  a large  distribution  of 
disinfectants  was  made  (about  a ton  weight)  in  addition  to  the 
help  given  in  other  ways,  to  lessen  the  risk  of  danger  to  health 
consequent  on  such  foul  soakage  of  houses  and  premises. 
Happily  no  such  evil  results  have  followed. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  illness  received  in  compliance 
with  the  ‘‘Notification  Act”  were  comparatively  few,  viz., 
scarlet  fever,  twenty-one;  diphtheria,  five;  membranous  croup, 
one;  enteric  fever,  three;  erysipelas,  nine. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Early  in  the  year  a few  attacks  were  reported 
at  Old  Windsor  and  Clewer,  with  two  at  Ascot,  and  occasional 
fresh  notifications  were  received  till  the  middle  of  May,  there 
being  fifteen  cases  in  all  reported  in  eleven  families.  Between 
October  and  the  end  of  the  year  seven  additional  attacks  were 
notified  at  South  Ascot,  Old  Windsor,  and  Windsor  Park. 
Some  of  the  cases  were  evidently  imported  ones,  in  others  the 
origin  of  the  attacks  could  not  be  discovered.  They  were 
mostly  mild  in  character — none  being  fatal,  nor  was  there  any 
serious  spread  of  infection  from  either  of  them. 

Of  the  five  diphtheria  attacks  two  had  a fatal  termination,  as 
had  the  case  of  membranous  croup.  They  occurred  at  intervals 
of  some  months  and  were  entirely  unconnected  with  each  other, 
no  clue  to  the  source  of  infection  being  obtainable,  and  the 
attacks  being  sporadic  and  not  traceable  to  school  attendance, 
or  resulting  in  any  spread  of  disease. 

Three  attacks  occurred  of  enteric  fever,  one  being  that  of  a 
tramp  received  into  the  Union  House,  another  a patient  in  St. 
Andrew’s  Hospital,  the  third  case  being  in  Clewer,  without  any 
definite  clue  to  its  history.  It  ended  fatally,  but  not  till  after 
the  end  of  the  year. 

The  registered  births  in  this  division  of  the  sanitary  district 
amounted  to:  M.  154,  F.  174,  total  328,  and  the  total  deaths  to 
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19s — from  which  twenty-five  of  those  occurring  in  the  Union 
House  and  fourteen  in  St.  Andrew’s  Hospital  must  be  deducted 
as  being  non-residents,  while  two  of  those  in  the  County  Asylum 
have  to  be  added  as  belonging  to  the  district.  The  “corrected” 
number  is  therefore  M.67,  F.  91,  total  158 — which  is  equivalent 
to  48*2^  of  the  year’s  births  and  at  the  rate  of  I2’i  per  1,000 
of  the  population — estimated  at  13,062.  The  deaths  of  infants 
under  a twelvemonth  old  were  thirty-two  in  number,  being 
about  a fifth  of  those  at  all  ages,  but  not  exceeding  97  % 
(about  the  “mean  rate”  for  the  year)  of  the  registered  births. 

The  mortality  from  “notifiable”  zymotic  complaints  was 
very  low,  being  limited  to  the  diphtheria  deaths  already  men- 
tioned with  one  from  erysipelas.  There  were  also  seven  from 
measles  and  four  from  whooping  cough,  mostly  of  infants  or 
very  young  children  — making  fifteen  in  all,  or  rather  less 
than  a tenth  (9*5%)  of  those  from  all  causes,  and  at  the  rate  of 
I' I per  1,000  living. 

The  deaths  from  consumption  were  rather  more  numerous, 
being  nineteen  in  all,  with  a proportion  to  total  deaths  of  f2  % 
and  a rate  of  i ’4,  which  is  almost  the  same  as  the  rates  for  the 
wasting  and  convulsive  diseases  of  young  children,  which  caused 
eighteen  deaths  under  the  age  of  five  years. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  were  fatal  to  twenty-four  persons, 
eleven  of  them  being  children  under  five  years  old — three-fourths 
of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  five  months  of  the  year, 
and  more  than  half  in  its  first  quarter.  The  death  rate  was  i*8 
and  the  percentage  of  total  mortality  15*2^. 

Surrey  Parishes. — In  this  division  of  the  district  the  sanitary 
inspector,  Mr.  Wm.  Menzies,  reports  118  premises  inspected 
and  nuisances  discovered  on  fifty-three,  all  of  which  were 
abated, — the  majority  relating  to  foul  closets  and  drains,  or 
to  polluted  water  supply.  Six  of  the  Egham  bye  roads  were 
also  made  up.  Fifteen  samples  of  well  waters  were  submitted 
to  analysis,  and  twelve  of  them,  mostly  from  Thorpe  and  the 
neighbourhood  adjoining,  proved  to  be  extremely  foul,  or  at 
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best  so  impure  as  to  be  unfit  for  drinking  purposes,  the  only 
really  good  samples  being  those  taken  from  the  mains  of  the 
Suburban  Water  Company  for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  In 
nearly  every  instance  a service  was  laid  on  in  place  of  the  con- 
demned wells;  and  after  the  floods,  which  were  extremely 
severe  and  serious  in  the  lower  part  of  Egham,  Egham  Hythe, 
and  Frog’s  Island,  hydrants  were  temporarily  put  up,  printed 
cautions  as  to  the  risks  attendant  on  the  use  of  the  flooded  and 
fouled  wells  were  widely  distributed  in  the  affected  area,  disin- 
fectants were  supplied  freely,  and  general  assistance  given  in 
every  practicable  way.  In  addition  the  Company  furnished  a 
gratuitous  supply  of  drinking  water  to  persons  living  near  the 
Causeway.  Their  mains  have  also  been  extended  along 
Thorpe  Lane. 

Four  Cottages  at  Sweep’s  Lane  have  been  represented  to  the 
Authority  under  the  “Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act”  as 
being  unfit  for  habitation,  and  enquiries  made  as  to  the  drainage 
from  the  Holloway  Sanatorium  at  Virginia  Water,  and  the 
passage  of  foul  liquid  into  an  open  ditch  in  rear  of  houses  on 
Egham  Hill,  which  has  since  been  properly  piped  and  covered 
in  by  the  owner  of  the  property. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  illness  received  under  the 
“Notification”  Act  were  unusually  few,  viz.,  scarlet  fever, 
fifteen  ; diphtheria,  six ; enteric  fever,  three  ; erysipelas,  three. 

Scarlet  Fever. — All  but  one  of  the  attacks  were  notified  in  the 
second  half  of  the  year,  two  or  three  of  them  being  clearly  im- 
ported ones,  and  one  ended  fatally.  There  was  not  any  trace- 
able connection  between  the  cases,  which  occurred  at  intervals 
of  from  one  to  three  months  in  different  parts  of  Egham  parish 
and  among  children  attending  different  schools  or  none  at  all — 
and  in  only  three  of  the  eleven  families  invaded  was  there 
more  than  a single  case. 

Diphtheria  — The  six  attacks  reported  occurred  in  four 
families  and  resulted  in  two  deaths,  one  was  an  imported  case 
and  another  occurred,  without  any  history  of  exposure  to  infec- 
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tion,  in  a large  public  institution  healthily  situated  and  with 
exceedingly  good  sanitary  arrangements.  The  others  were  in 
two  families  living  in  the  low-lying  parts  of  Egham  and  Thorpe, 
but  in  premises  without  any  exceptional  sanitary  shortcomings 
or  any  clue  to  the  origin  of  the  attacks. 

Enteric  Fever. — Two  of  the  three  attacks  were  undoubtedly 
imported  ones,  the  third  was  attributed  to  the  insanitary  condi- 
tion of  an, open  ditch  at  the  end  of  the  garden  which  received 
sewage  overflows,  &c.,  from  premises  abutting  upon  it  higher 
up.  The  sanitary  arrangements  of  the  house  were  however  a 
good  deal  in  fault,  but  were  subsequently  set  right,  the  ditch 
being  also  piped  and  covered  in. 

The  registered  births  in  this  division  of  the  district  were : 
M.  165,  F.  127,  total  292,  and  the  deaths  numbered  184 — or, 
after  the  exclusion  of  twenty  occurring  in  the  Holloway  Sana- 
torium of  persons  received  from  outside  the  district,  and  the 
addition  of  eleven  of  those  in  the  Union  House  received  from  the 
two  Surrey  parishes,  we  have  as  the  corrected  number : M.  94, 
F.  81,  total  175 — equivalent  to  about  60  % of  the  births,  and  at 
the  rate  of  i6*i  per  1,000  of  the  population,  estimated  at  10,863 
to  the  middle  of  the  year — the  infantile  mortality  being  twenty- 
two  under  a twelvemonth  old,  being  7-5  % of  the  year’s  births. 

The  deaths  from  “notifiable”  infectious  diseases  were  limited 
to  the  three  already  mentioned,  there  were  however  five  from 
measles,  and  four  from  whooping  cough,  all  but  one  being 
infants  or  young  children — making  twelve  in  all — being  nearly 
7 ^ of  those  from  all  causes  and  at  the  rate  of  ri  per  i,(X)0  of 
the  population. 

Consumption  caused  nineteen  deaths,  or  10*9  of  the  total 
mortality;  the  rate  was  17  per  1,000. 

Pulmonary  Inflammations  were  fatal  to  thirty-one  persons, 
and  there  were  also  five  from  complications  attending  attacks 
of  influenza.  These  last  all  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year.  The  death  rate  was  2 8,  leaving  the  influenza  cases  out 
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of  the  reckoning,  the  proportion  of  deaths  from  all  causes 
being  17.7. 

Twenty-one  children  under  five  years  of  age  died  from 
wasting  and  convulsive  developmental  diseases,  amounting  to 
nearly  half  (47*7)  of  the  total  deaths  at  this  age  period  and  to 
12  % of  those  at  all  ages.  The  death  rate  was  1*9  per  1,000. 

Eight  inquests  were  held,  including  three  on  sudden  deaths 
from  heart  disease,  with  two  cases  of  accidental  injury,  one  of 
suicide,  and  two  in  which  an  open  verdict  was  given.
